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Businessman charged with slaying wife in Hawaii 


Robert Large, a director of K and R food stores 
chain on Vancouver Island and of Datatech Services 
Ltd. of Victoria, was charged in Hawaii on Friday 
morning with the murder of his wife. 

The charge was confirmed Friday afternoon by 


telephone from Maui by police Capt. James Lawrence. He 
said the 42-year-old Large was charged in the death of his 
wife, Claudette, 41, who died of asphyxiation and other 
injuries on the island of Maui on April 26. 

She was found by police in her apartment in the 


town of Lahaina, a tourist community with a resi¬ 
dent population of about 6,000. 

The couple, whose residence was at 1368 Maple 
Bay Road in Duncan, had been vacationing in Ha¬ 
waii. 


Funeral services for Mrs. Large were held in 
Victoria last week. 

The Hawaiian court released Large on 850.000 bail, 
which was met with (100,000 worth of property, Lawrence 
said.

Two premiers furious 
over Trudeau oil move 


FREDERICTON (CP) - 
The premiers of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
are roaring in anger at 
Prime Minister Trudeau's 
announcement to phase out 
the (3-billion federal sub¬ 
sidy on oil imported into 
Eastern Canada 

New Brunswick Premier 
Richard Hatfield stormed 
Friday at the ‘cavalier’ 
way in which Finance Min¬ 
ister Allan MacEachen and 
Trudeau announced plans 
to eliminate oi! import sub¬ 
sidies without indicating 
any new government pro¬ 
grams to take their place. 

“The problem with the 
whole thing is not that 
they’re dropping the subsi¬ 
dies. not that they're incor¬ 
porating them into a blend¬ 
ed price. The problem is 
being just so cavalier about 
it and so uncertain by mak¬ 
ing a suggestion like that 
without telling us exactly 
what is going to happen,” 
Hatfield said. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
John Buchanan, still fum¬ 
ing over the federal gov¬ 


ernment’s decision not to 
extend a western natural 
gas pipeline to the Marl- 
times, viewed Trudeau’s 
announcement as another 
blow to the wedge separat¬ 
ing Maritime Canada from 
the seat of power. 

“It would be almost eco¬ 


nomic suicide they would 
be putting on us and I can't 
for the life of me sec any 
responsible government of 
Canada doing that,” Bu¬ 
chanan said.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - 
Five Miami policemen, 
called “bums’ 1 by the 
mayor and suspended for 
alleged misconduct during 
racial rioting, were or¬ 
dered reinstated Friday 
after some fellow officers 
threatened to go on strike. 

Police Chief Kenneth 
Harms said the five men 
would be back on the force 
Tuesday, saying time 
missed would be treated as 
regular lime off. They had 
been suspended with pay. 

He made the announce¬ 


ment after meeting police 
union officials to discuss 
the suspensions and pro¬ 
posals to grant amnesty to 
some of the more than 1,200 
people arrested in the 
riots. 

As the city prepared for a 
three-day holiday week¬ 
end, 1,100 National Guard 
troops remained on stand¬ 
by in armories and ware¬ 
houses in case of a renewal 
of the mayhem that began 
last Saturday. 

The riot claimed its 16th 
victim Friday. 


Canada-U.S. treaty 
good for conventions 


OTTAWA (CP) - The final details 
of the country's first peacefully-set¬ 
tled contract between the govern¬ 
ment and the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers were agreed upon 
Friday by top-level negotiators. 

Postmaster-General Andre Oqel- 
let and postal union president Jean- 
Claude Parrot announced the final 
settlement following four days of vir¬ 
tually non-stop negotiations attended 
by Dennis McDermott, head of the 
Canadian Labor Congress. 

The settlement ended the prospect 
of a national postal strike that had 
dimmed when an agreement in prin¬ 
ciple was reached late Tuesday, but 
was partly resurrected when talks on 
details began to bog down Thursday. 


Victoria tourism spokes¬ 
men expressed pleasure 
but not surprise Friday at 
news that Canada and the 
U.S. had agreed to a new 
tax treaty which would 
make conventions in Can¬ 
ada tax deductible again 
for American organiza¬ 
tions. 

The treaty, announced 
Friday in Ottawa, still re¬ 
quires legislation on both 
sides of the border before it 
goes into effect, possibly 
next year. For the Cana¬ 
dian convention trade, it 
should end years of drought 
which began when Canada 
removed special tax privi¬ 
leges for Time Magazine, 
Headers’ Digest and 
American broadcasting 
«tations which got exten¬ 
sive advertising revenues 
from Canada. In retalia¬ 
tion, the U.S. refused to 
give Canada special recog¬ 


nition when it tightened 
regulations governing de¬ 
ductibility of convention 
expenses abroad. 

The change did not en¬ 
tirely rule out American 
convention business, but It 
restricted its frequency 
and volume when it gave 
the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service greater scrutiny 
over convention expenses 
abroad, Victoria tourism 
consultant Ken Stratford 
said. 

“We knew the change 
was coming," said Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce manager 
Brian Small. 

Former tourism minister 
Grace McCarthy lobbied 
hard for the change, as did 
some American travel offi¬ 
cials, he said. 

“Victoria is a popular 
destination point, and it 
means we are going to be 


chasing a fair amount of 
that increased business." 

Simon Deane, marketing 
manager for the Empress 
Hotel, said the Empress 
was not hurt badly when 
American convention tra¬ 
vel was restricted, 

“Certain U.S. convention 
organizations have found 
ways to deal with the tax 
laws.” 

Although the number of 
large conventions de¬ 
creased, the Empress, 
which gets most of the 
major American conven¬ 
tion business coming to 
Victoria, managed to book 
a larger number of smaller 
conventions and meetings, 
and developed more Cana¬ 
dian convention business, 
Deane said. 

Chamber of Commerce 
president Cedric Steele 
said the tax' law chanite 
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Parrot said the union's executive 
would recommend that the union's 
23,000 members ratify the contract in 
a vote soon. Until then, each side was 
keeping a lid on th'e exact details. 

The contract is believed to contain 
the key recommendations of conci¬ 
liator Germain Jutras, Including a 
shortened work week which a union 
source said had caused a deep dispute 
for the past two days that almost led 
to a breakdown in negotiations. 

The government’s wage offer was 
an eight-per-cent raise plus an open- 
ended cost-of-living allowance ef¬ 
fective when inflation reached six per 
cent. The typical postal clerk with 
two years’ experience is now paid 
(8.29 hourly. 


This is the first settlement with 
postal workers that has not been 
preceded by walkouts or a national 
postal strike, a victory that Ouellet 
attributed to trust on both sides and a 
determination to negotiate a set¬ 
tlement.

Parrot said the key to the peaceful

Health 
office 
TB flap 

EDMONTON (CP) — 
About 150 employees at the 
Alberta Health Care Insur¬ 
ance Plan office in Edmon¬ 
ton have been referred to 
doctors for possible treat¬ 
ment of tuberculosis. 

Dr. L.V. Jonat, city depu 
ty medical officer, said 
Friday that tests of 700 em¬ 
ployees at the building in 
February and May turned 
up positive for the 150. 

Although one infectious 
case has been confirmed, 
many of the positive tests 
simply mean the employee 
came into contact with TB 
at some time, he said. 

City health officials were 
brought in last February 
after one woman employee 
was admitted to hospital 
for TB treatment and five 
family members showed 
positive skin test results. 


TEHRAN (CP) — An at¬ 
tempt to overthrow Iran's 
revolutionary government 
has been uncovered by the 
Iranian army, the official 
news agency Pars said Fri¬ 
day. No arrests were re¬ 
ported. 

Pars said the coup at¬ 
tempt was planned for 
today by a group calling 
itself the Army of Iranian 
Freedom-seekers. It said 
the group sent a message to 
the military communica¬ 
tions centre Thursday 
night calling on military 
units in western Iran to 
stop fighting Kurdish guer¬ 
rillas and move on Tehran, 
the Iranian capital. 

The western military 
units were to stage a coup, 
surround radio and televi¬ 
sion stations and arrest key 
Moslem clerical leaders, 
the news agency said. 

The head of the Kurdish 
Democratic party said Ira¬ 
nian army officers had ap¬ 
proached him about sup¬ 
porting a coup attempt 
against the government, 
but he rejected the idea, 
Pars said. Dissension has 
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been reported in the armed 
forces recently in Kurdis¬ 
tan, where the army has 
been fighting autonomy- 
seeking Kurdish rebels. 

The coup message was 
attributed to Gen. Gholam 
Ali Oveissi, martial law 
commander under the now- 
deposed shah. Pars said. 
Oveissi fled Iran during the 
revolution which over¬ 
threw Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahiavi last year. 

Meanwhile, Swedish 
radio said three European 
Socialist leaders will fly to 
Tehran today to establish 
contacts and dialogues 
concerning the 53 Ameri¬ 
can diplomatic personnel 
held hostage in Iran since 
Nov. 4, but will not perform 
mediation. There was no 
confirmation of the report. 

While saying again the 
hostages will not be re¬ 
leased until the deposed 
shah and his "plundered 
wealth" are returned to 
Iran, the student militants 
holding the Americans 
added that “any other deci¬ 
sion” dealing with the cap¬ 
tives will be up to the Ira- 
nian nation or its 
representatives — presum¬ 
ably the new parliament 

J hich will be inaugurated 
>xt Wednesday. Revolu- 
onary leader Ayatollah 
uhollah Khomeini has 
said parliament will decide 
the fate of the hostages.

TORONTO (CP) - Su¬ 
percycle says he’s genuine¬ 
ly sorry for the uproar he 
caused, but the 80-year-old 
from Vancouver is sticking 
to his story that he rode 
6,067 kilometres in a rec¬ 
ord-breaking 15 days. 

Harry Crawshaw is a 
tough but personable pen¬ 
sioner who captured the 
nickname Supercyclc and 
the imagination of older 
folk everywhere with his 
claim that he knocked four 
days off the Vancouver-to- 
Halifax bicycle record. 

"I can quite understand 


the skepticism," he said by 
telephone from Salvation 
Army headquarters in St 
John's, Nfld. Crawshaw is 
a lay member of the Sally 
Ann. 

“I wanted to break the 
record, but I surprised 
even myself," he said. 

Crawshaw said “it just 
happened"that he went so 
fast—he claims he rode 73 
hours straight at one 
stretch “to keep from 
freezing to death." 
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CRTC denies request 
for B.C. Tel rate hike 
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OTTAWA (CP) - The Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission Friday denied a re¬ 
quest by British Columbia Telephone Co. 
for interim rate increases to come into 
effect June 1. 

The commission said it believed in¬ 
terim increases should not be granted in 
the absence of public hearings "except 
where special circumstances can be de¬ 
monstrated.” 

"On the basis of the submissions re¬ 
ceived in the present case, the commis¬ 
sion does not consider it to be one where 
special circumstances justify the Interim 
rate increases proposed by B.C. Tel," the 
commission said. 

The company has applied for a general 
rate increase and proposed the increase 
in two stages. Interim increases would 
come into effect June 1 and full-rate 
increases Dec. 17. 

The interim Increases would have ap¬ 
plied to most services, with major ex¬ 
ceptions including basic two-party and 
multi-party services. If applied, they 


would have produced about (7.8 million 
from June 1 to Dec. 17. 

B.C. Tel had argued that it required 
some permanent financing in the third 
quarter of this year to reduce its short¬ 
term debt and provide financing flexibil¬ 
ity needed for the rest of 1980 and 1981. 

Commenting In Victoria on the CRTC 
action, New Democratic Party MLA Gary 
Lauk (Vancouver Centre) said he was 
pleased the regulatory authority had re¬ 
cognized the mandate given It by the 
people of Canada “to protect the interests 
of the consumer and not the interests 
of the company. 

"I was surprised, however, to hear 
that the chief executive officer of B.C. 
Tel is threatening to cut back on planned 
capital expenditures and has threatened 
layoffs because the rate increase was not 
approved. This can only be regarded as 
the crudest form of blackmail because 
B.C. Tel did not get its own way." 

Lauk said the rate increase obviously 
was not justified and that “B.C. Tel 
is providing poor service at expensive 
rates already."

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Quebec leaders 
lack mandate’ 


QUEBEC (CP) — With no faith in 
the federal system, Premier Rene 
Levesque announced Friday that he 
was prepared to approach negotia¬ 
tions toward renewed federalism 
“with all the good faith needed.” 

But July, the month Prime Minister 
Trudeau proposed for the start of 
negotiations, was not particularly 
suitable, Levesque told a news con¬ 
ference. 

.It was time for Trudeau “to put up 
or shut up,” he said, explaining that 
those who pushed for federalism in 
the referendum campaign had to 
make good on their promises that 
federalism could be changed in such 
a way as to satisfy Quebecers. 

The Parti Quebdcois government 
wouldn't necessarily refuse to take 
part in any closed negotiating ses¬ 


sions, “but you’re going to know right 
afterwards what was said,” he as¬ 
sured reporters. 

If there was one lesson to be team¬ 
ed from the referendum experience, 
it was that “the people must never be' 
kept in the dark, in ignorance of what 
is being prepared,” he explained. 

Sovereignty-association will re¬ 
main the goal of the party of which he 
is president. “I don’t see changing the 
political view that the party has been 
promoting for 13 years.” 

But the PQ government “has no 
mandate to promote it,” Levesque 
added. 

Any constitutional proposals made 
would be “analysed in the light of 
Quebec’s interests” and not mea¬ 
sured against the standard of so¬ 
vereignty-association.

KWANGJU, South Korea — The South Korean army 
entered the rebellious city of Kwangju Friday in an 
attempt to bring It under the control of martial law 
authorities, according to a Reuter correspondent with 
the army. 

On Friday, South Korean martial law authorities and 
citizen leaders discussed a permanent truce for the 
city ravaged by anti-government rioting. But heli¬ 
copter-dropped leaflets warning against further mob 
violence spurred fears of a new military effort to 
regain control. 

Committees of citizens, in control of this city of 
800,000 since police and paratroopers were forced to pull 
out during bloody battles Wednesday, are demanding 
amnesty for rioters, a public acknowledgement of govern¬ 
ment blame for the violence and compensation for 
families of the victims.

In retrospect it is clear that Wednesday’s 
public hearing on the proposed Wharf Street 
convention centre was little more than a 
formality, a sop to democracy. Anyone who 
seriously thought there was any chance at that 
. late stage of persuading a majority of Victoria 
' city council members to vote against the 
f project was, of course, a naive optimist. 

Council continued the charade the follow- 
; ing night, by earnestly debating the pros and 
i cons. But th6 outcome — a 5 to 3 majority in 
; favor of the regulatory zoning change — was 
r never really in doubt. 

This is, after all, a municipal council on 
which business interests predominate. Ex¬ 
pecting the representatives of this group to 
oppose a development which would so obvious¬ 
ly benefit the business community is tanta¬ 
mount to asking them to cut off a limb. 

Their prevailing argument Thursday was 
that the convention centre would inject much- 
needed life and vitality into the Old Town area. 
So it will. The many small stores in Bastion 
Square, Market Square and environs have a 
difficult job surviving and no one denies they’ll 
benefit from the convention trade. 

But — as the public hearing showed — 
there are broader concerns, more fundamen¬ 
tal issues that affect all the citizens of Victoria 
and its neighboring municipalities. These have 
to do with aesthetics and intangibles rather 
than economics: the preservation of an open, 
pleasant waterfront; protecting harbor views; 
respect for the historic character of Wharf 
Street. 

Speaker after speaker referred to such 
abstract qualities. Many reminded council of 
its duty to protect the Inner Harbor as a sacred 
trust for future generations. 

One of the briefest but most sincere com¬ 
ments came from a young man who said he 
•ovas a welder. With job opportunities scarce in 
Tvictoria’s depressed construction trade at 
-present, he said he initially welcomed the 
; project because it would allow him to work on 
Uiis doorstep. “But then I realized that for two 
years’ work I was going to be contributing to 
screwing up our beautiful waterfront for 
maybe 50 or 100 years.” 

. It’s a pity Victoria’s out-for-every-buck- 
going businessmen and short-sighted city 
^council can’t display a similar sense of unself¬ 
ishness and civic responsibility. 

They have yet to provide answers to two 
of the questions asked repeatedly during the 
hearing. Why does a convention centre have to 
built on prime waterfront land when a more 
suitable site, closer to the legislative precinct, 
downtown and public transportation, is avail¬ 
able on provincially-owned property near the 
Executive House? Why should taxpayers be 
asked to provide millions of dollars in subsi¬ 
dies to private enterprise? 

Victorians appalled at this decision should 
at least learn from it a couple of valuable 
lessons. Don’t presume that your waterfront 
can’t be spoiled or alienated just because most 
of it happens to be owned by the provincial 
government. And make darned sure that next 
time you elect a council which is not dominated 
by businessmen. 


Another pain 

Harry Crawshaw is the kind of man who 
leaves us muttering. We are impressed by 
him — but that doesn’t mean we have to love 
him. 

Harry Crawshaw, who lives in Vancouver, 
has just finished cycling across Canada to 
Halifax — in 15 days. Now he plans on return¬ 
ing to Vancouver—jogging all the way. 

Harry Crawshaw is 80. 

Most of us are not nearly 80. Many of us 
'would be left panting by the road trying to 
cycle to Sidney. Some of us have occasional 
pains in the lower back. In fact Harry Craw¬ 
shaw has just triggered another spasm. 
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Where our energy policy is taking us 


OTTAWA — A key element In 
Canadian energy policy la the as¬ 
sumption that gasoline prices must 
go higher to promote conservation. 

Jack up prices, the argument 
goes, and people will drive less. That 
will allow Canada to import less 
foreign oil, balance Its energy books 
and roll into a brighter tomorrow. 

The department of energy, in its 
Background to a New Energy Strat¬ 
egy. put the point succinctly: “Higher 
prices of (motor gasoline) are closely 
related to lower consumption.’’ 

When he was finance minister. 
John Crosbie enshrined this conclu¬ 
sion (backwards) in his budget. He 
was giving us an 18-cents-a-gallon 
excise tax, Crosbie said, because 
"tow prices have led to excessive 
consumption." He calculated that 
higher prices, and some tinkering 
with other policy measures, would 
save the nation as much as 100 million 
barrels of Oil annually. 

When the Liberals took over. En¬ 
ergy Minister Marc Lalonde backed 
away from the 18-cents-a-galloa ex¬ 
cise tax, but supported higher prices, 
without ever saying how much higher 
was high enough. He also accepted 
the underlying assumption that pay¬ 
ing more leads to driving less. 

Oh yeah? 

In Prance, the price of gasoline 
has tripled since the 1073-74 Arab oil 
embargo, and the French are now 
paying 13 francs and up per gallon — 
$3.05 in Canadian funds. To fill the 
tank of a Citroen costs $75. and to run 
even a small car like a Renault costs 
the equivalent of 47 cents a mile. 

Yet there are 22 per cent more 
cars on the roads of France than

there were before the embargo; gaso¬ 
line and diesel fuel consumption are 
up by more than one-fifth, and the 
average French driver is putting 8,- 
400 miles per year on his car, up from 
7,800 in 1973. 

In West Germany, where gasoline 
sells for $2.87 a gallon, consumption 
rose 16 per cent between 1970 and 

1979. 

In Britain, where the going rate Is 
$2.72, consumption Is up 10 per cent in 
the same period. 

All across Europe, despite a dou¬ 
bling In fuel prices, car ownership 
has gone up over the past two yea rs— 
by 10 per cent in Belgium and Italy, 12 
per cent in Austria and 13 per cent in 
Norway and West Germany. 

In Canada, gasoline consumption 
has risen steadily In tandem with 
OPEC increases, but our energy ex¬ 
perts insist this is because the prices 
have not risen as fast as inflation. 
Gas coat 42 cents a gallon in 1955 and 
$1.02 a gallon in 1*78 but. the Back 
ground to a New Energy Strategy 
argues, “Canadians now pay less for 
gasoline, in real terms, than they did 
in the 1950s. ” 

The oil import subsidy, which 
brings imported fuel costs down to 
the level of domestic oil, has eased 
the pain. In the United States, where 
consumers were not so sheltered 
from international developments, 
costs at the pump have doubled since 
the beginning of 1979, and consump¬ 
tion is down by five percent. 

To get the same results — our

Must the final accord 
involve all of Ireland? 


LONDON — The wistful 
but determined words of 
Quebec Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque may sound particu¬ 
larly sweet to Irish Prime 
Minister Charles Haughey. 
He also must play the wait¬ 
ing game until, like Que¬ 
bec, the Irish republic has 
its “rendezvous with his¬ 
tory." 

This week Haughey had 
his first official meeting 
with British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher 
since he became prime

Observers see in the two 
leaders a likeness of char¬ 
acter that could lead ulti¬ 
mately to real settlement 
in Northern Ireland. 

Thatcher and Haughey 
have been described as 
conservative in aim and 
radical In execution, both 
generously endowed with 
the personal skill and de¬ 
termination that could 
bring peace. 

Haughey has made clear 
his immediate objective 
during talks with Thatcher. 
He believes no devolution 
scheme for Northern Ire¬ 
land can possibly work un¬ 
less Dublin is involved in 
the negotiations.

Thatcher made an ill-timed 
statement in the House of 
Commons which could sour 
Anglo-Irish talks. 

Devolution for Northern 
Ireland, Thatcher said, 
was a matter for the people 
of that region and the Brit¬ 
ish government alone. 

Present British policy is 
to persevere with negotia¬ 
tions started by Northern 
Ireland Secretary 
Humphrey Atkins to re¬ 
store elected authority in 
Belfast, bringing to an end 
direct rule from Westmin¬ 
ster. 

Fresh proposals are ex¬ 
pected early next month 
which the government 
hopes will smooth the way 
for talks with the Northern 
Ireland parties followed by 
legislation authorization 
early next year. 

Once the new Belfast ad¬ 
ministration is established, 
doors may swing open for a 
new understanding be¬ 
tween the Irish and North¬ 
ern Ireland governments.

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gasoline consumption rose four per 
cent last year — Canadians will 
have to apply the same remedy, the 

energy department argues. 

In short, there is a flat contradic¬ 
tion between the European experi¬ 
ence and the American one, and 
Canadian policy is based on the as¬ 
sumption that we will follow the UB. 
pattern. 

However, another explanation is 
possible, one that suggests the payoff 
from a higher-price policy may be 
nasty, brutish and short. 

In Europe, the move towards 
more fuel-efficient cars began dec¬ 
ades ago, mass transit is highly de¬ 
veloped and two-car families are a 
rarity. The opportunities to respond 
to higher prices are fewer, and the 
gains to be made smaller. 

In the United States and Canada, 
mass transit is minimal, large cars 
common and both car ownership and 
mileage driven are much higher than 
in Europe. Every fourth family In 
Britain owns a car, and every third 
one in France, while six out of 
every seven households in Canada 
own at least one car, and nearly one 
out of every three families owns 
two or more. Since the energy crisis 
began in 1973, Canadian car owner¬ 
ship has climbed from 7.8 million to 
9.7 million, a leap of 24 per cent. 

It is easier for our affluent society 
to conserve, because the level of 
waste is higher. The psychological 
shock of an abrupt price increase is 
likely to persuade us, at least at first, 
to walk to the corner for a pack of 


cigarettes, Instead of driving. In Eu¬ 
rope, they already walk. 

In time, however, we are likely to 
react much as the Europeans have 
done. 

The car is no longer regarded as a 
luxury on this continent; it is central 
to our way of life. We have been 
willing to sacrifice almost anything 
— money, open spaces, even the qual¬ 
ity of the air we breathe — to support 
our insolent chariots. If North Ameri¬ 
cans do not flinch at the loss of 50,000 
lives annually under car wheels, why 
should we cut back for a mere 
matter of dollars? 

In Europe, the long-term reaction 
to higher prices has been for those 
who could protect themselves to do 
so. Workers demanded higher wages, 
managers demanded a company car. 

In France, one-sixth of late-model 
cars belong to companies, in Britain, 
43 per cent of new cars sold in 
1979 were delivered to companies for 
the use of management and white- 
collar workers. 

It is only a matter of time before 
our unions, and their bosses, make 
car-support, like Medicare, part of a 
negotiating package. 

There Is a strong likelihood that 
increased gas prices will have a 
sharp, but temporary, effect on con¬ 
sumption, after which the long-term 
trend to increased ownership, use and 
abuse of the automobile will reassert 
itself, giving inflation's tail another 
twist. 

To build an energy policy on the 
hope that ballooning prices will right 
the nation appears dubious at best, 
and at worst akin to trying to locate a 
gas leak with a lighted candle.

“If in the future the ma¬ 
jority of the people of 
Northern Ireland should in¬ 
dicate a wish to become 
part of a united Ireland, the 
British government would 
support that wish.” 

There is an axiom which 
says a society showing con¬ 
flicting loyalties of power¬ 
ful cultural and historical 
force can have no assured 
stability until one conquers 
the other — Westminster 
and Ottawa would both do 
well to listen.

OTTAWA — He can be 
embarrassingly maudlin. 
He wallows in melodrama. 
If any one else in Ottawa 
acted like Jean Chretien, 
he'd either be laughed or 
booted out of federal poli¬ 
tics in a hurry. 

No one is more acutely 
aware of this than the 46- 
year-old justice minister, 
member of the Privy Coun¬ 
cil, MP for Saint-Maurice 
and “goddamned pea- 
souper" extraordinaire. 

And yet, this unpolished 
charm was exactly what 
the lanky minister was re¬ 
lying on, as he dashed for 
the airport Wednesday eve¬ 
ning to begin a three-day 
blitz of the provincial capi¬ 
tals to convince 10 testy 
premiers that the federal 
government is sincere, this 
time, about wanting to re¬ 
write the nilebook of Con¬ 
federation. 

None of those premiers 
are Liberals. All of them 
have deep and long-stand¬ 
ing grievances against Ot¬ 
tawa. Most have several 
years’ worth of frustrating 
memories of Ottawa-in¬ 
spired constitutional talks. 

It is Chretien's job to 
charm them, bamboozle 
them or badger them into 
believing that things will be 
different this time. 

He set about the task in 
typical Chretien style — in 
a headlong rush, relying 
on his good intentions, his 
endearingly fractured 
English and an amazing 
burst of energy. 

He has not had a mo¬ 
ment's rest or an evening to 
himself in two months and 
the rewards have not al¬ 
ways been great. By the 
end of the referendum 
campaign, Chretien had 
become such a fixture at 
federalist rallies that peo¬ 
ple began to take him for 
granted. Of course, Chre¬ 
tien would be on stage with 
provincial leader Claude 
Ryan, naturally he would 



make it back to Ottawa the 
next day in time for Ques¬ 
tion Period, and still man¬ 
age to run his 1,500-person 
federal department. It was 
his job. 

The thanks came Wed¬ 
nesday. When Chretien 
walked Into the House of 
Commons, every MP in the 
House rose and applauded. 
Trudeau, who rarely gives 
more than perfunctory 
compliments to his lieuten¬ 
ants, spent several minutes 
of his post-referendum 
speech describing how: 
“He was able to motivate 
and inspire us whenever we 
were in danger of losing 
hope, or of becoming over¬ 
confident. 

"I do not have to mention 
the generosity, the intelli¬ 
gence and the political tal¬ 
ent of this remarkable man 
because these qualities 
have been evident every 
day in this Chamber for 
almost 17 years.” 

The day after the refer¬ 
endum, Chretien was vir¬ 
tually the only francophone 
MP in the House of Com¬ 
mons — except for Trudeau 
himself — who was still 
raring to go. 

While the other 74 Quebec 
MPs were savoring the 
thought of a respite from 
18-hour-days and relentless 
door-knocking, Chretien 
had instructed his secre¬ 
tary to make a string of 
reservations that would get 
him to Toronto and Winni¬ 


peg that evening, then on to 
Regina, Edmonton and 
Victoria the next day. Fri¬ 
day, he’d go to Quebec City 
and see if he could hit Fre- 
dricton, Halifax, Charlot¬ 
tetown and St. John's by 
week's end. 

Looking at the schedule 
she'd designed, Diane Con- 
gram flinched: “It's awful. 
I'm glad I'm not going with 
him ." 

Both Trudeau and Chre¬ 
tien arqqftvinced the most 
effectiv?way to demon¬ 
strate they mean business I 
about giving Canada a 
modern new constitution is 
to get to work on It fast, 
before the rosy afterglow 
of the Quebec referendum 
fades. 

When Chretien gets back 
to Ottawa today he will 
closet himself almost im¬ 
mediately with the prime 
minister. He will give Tru¬ 
deau his impression of the 
mood of the premiers and 
his assessment of the pros¬ 
pects for hammering out a 
new constitution capable of 
accommodating the re¬ 
gional strains pulling the 
country apart. 

In those few hours, he 
will offer Trudeau a fairly 
clear picture of just how 
big a challenge lies ahead. 
Chretien will be blunt. He 
always Is. He will be opti¬ 
mistic. That too Is a trade¬ 
mark. 

With his old friend, the 
prime minister, there will 
be none of Chretien’s 
famous histrionics or 
bursts of emotion. It will be 
pure business. 

But when he leaves 1 ru- 
deau to begin the tough, 
touchy job of getting 23 
million Canadians to agree 
to a new charter for the 
country, Chretien will step 
back into his salesman's • 
role. 

He'll open his sample bag 
and pull out a lopsided 
smile, a sentimental de¬ 
scription of 'his’ Rockies 
and a bottle full of the un¬ 
abashed patriotism that 
got Jean Chretien where he 
is today.

The judgment by Provincial Court 
Judge Maurice Charles that police do 
not have the right to stop drivers at 
random and require those they believe 
to be impaired to take roadside breath 
tests should, of course, be appealed. If 
the higher courts support Judge Charles, 
then the law should be changed. 

It should be changed on the premise 
that driving a vehicle is not a right but a 
privilege. It Is a privilege for which the 
driver must qualify by passing a test and 
getting a driver’s licence, and for which 
he must ensure that his vehicle is quali¬ 
fied, by being roadworthy, insured and 
displaying a licence. The police must 
then protect these licenced drivers, 
especially from themselves. 


The police have the legal power to 
stop a driver to check that his wheels are 
properly aligned.

If there is a 
hazard on the road that obstructs vision, 
we remove it; If a road is unsafe, we 
close it; if a driver has drunk himself 
into being a danger, we should take him 
from behind the wheel — and put him In 
jail for a good long time. We know, 
because the statistics keep confirming 
It, that the driver most likely to become 
involved in an accident is the driver who 
has been drinking to excess. 

Stopping drivers to check their alco¬ 
holic content is not abusing a right. It is 
ensuring that they are not abusing a 
privilege.

“Eighteen months ago I was on the advisory 
board of the National Book Festival, an annual 
circus dedicated to the promotion of the reading on 
Canadian books. It turned out mainly to be a 
boondoggle for the book sellers. But that is an aside. 
At an early festival, I asked why It was not called the 
Canadian Book Festival, inasmuch as the objective 
was to promote Canadian books. I got some sort of 
non-commital explanation from the Canada Council 
representative. Some time later I raised the ques¬ 
tion again and was told, if it had been called 
Canadian Book Festival, it could not have been 
promoted in Quebec. 

“ 'Do you mean to tell me that the word Cana¬ 
dian has now reached the stage where it is a dirty 
word in Quebec? 1 1 asked the Canada Council guy. 

" ‘Well if you want to put it that way,’ he said, 
‘the answer has to be yes.’ A 

“I was appalled and notified them that if they 
did not change the name to Canadian Book Festival, 

I would no longer serve on their board. I was not 
invited this year." 

JIMMY GRAY'S second beef concerns a Cana¬ 
dian hockey school—one he inquired about for his 
grandson. It is called the Can/Am Hockey Group 
and is based in Guelph, Ont. Anyway, Jimmy 
received the brochure and found all the cost figures 
quoted in U.S. funds. There was an accompanying 
note saying that because many of the participants 
were from the U.S. and because of the almost daily 
fluctuation of the Canadian dollar, it was difficult to 
convert from U.S. to Canadian funds without great 
confusion. Which, you must admit, is a rather large 
batch of cowflop. 

“What the hell kind of country do we have,” 
Gray continued, “when we cannot use the word 
Canadian in a national book promotion and cannot 
use our own money to send our kids to a hockey 
school in Ontario? 

"Does no one give a damn about such outrages 
as these. The answer is no! I tried to interest the 
editors of two newspapers—no soap. I made a 
speech at the last Writers’ Union convention, tried to 
get a resolution worked up to condemn the Canada 
Council. The response? About what you’d expect for 
a condom salesman trying to attract the approval of 
the College of Cardinals." 

Well put, sir, well put and I stand in full 
agreement with your contention nobody seems to 
care. Therefore, what happens to us is largely our 
own fault. 


SOME VICTORIANS will remember Temple 
Sinclair as a CJVI radio announcer of a few years 
back. Anyway, Temple has been a resident of 
Hornby Island for some time and was just recently 
named president of the Comox-Powell River Con¬ 
servative Association. And while Sinclair was not 
the author, he will be expected to carry the ball re a 
strong resolution put forward by outgoing president 
Harry Harris. 

The resolution calls for an amalgamation be¬ 
tween British Columbia and Alberta to form a new 
province with the clout to equal Canada's central 
provinces. Harris pointed out there would be a 
number of solid advantages to residents of both 
provinces.

There have been cries of anguish in the mid-island 
area served by Malaspina College over the budget cuts 
and regulations imposed by the provincial government.

True U.S. rates lower 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
A Federal Reserve Board 
study shows that high 
prime rates charged by 
major New York hanks 
early this year were artifi¬ 
cially Inflated, with true 
landing rates substantially 
lower, the chairman of the 
House of Representatives 
banking committee said 
Friday. 

Representative Henry 
Reuss (Dem.-Wis.) said an 
unpublished survey by the 


Federal Reserve for the 
first three months of 1980 
shows that 86.96 per cent of 
business loans made by 
"large New York banks" 
were below the prime rate. 

That compared with 28.85 
per cent below-prime rate 
loans in the last quarter of 
1979, he said. 

Reuss charged that by 
posting prime rates in the 
20-per-cent range but ac¬ 
tually charging large cor¬ 
porate borrowers as little 
as 14 percent, the big banks 


unfairly discriminated 
against others whose inter¬ 
est rates were computed 
from the posted prime. 

“The prime rate is sup¬ 
posed to represent what 
banks charge their biggest 
customers," Reuss said. 

“Why did the big New 
York banks, apparently 
acting in unison, kid the 
world by posting a phony 
prime rate? 


“Whatever the purpose, 
the result was to rip off 
smaller borrowers who are 
now going through the 
wringer because they 
couldn't afford to pay these 
exorbitant rates." 

Reuss said the inflated 
prime rate also would pre¬ 
vent bank examiners from 
detecting discrimination 
against women and minori¬ 
ties.

' ‘Before we look at Inward protectionist measures, we 
should see what could be done to increase Canadian 
content of Japanese vehicles sold In North America 
through production in Canada by Japanese manufac¬ 
turers,” Gray said. 

In 1172, Canada bought an estimated $150 million 
worth of auto parts and about $440 million worth of 
cars but only sold about $6 million In parts and $600,- 
000 in cars to Japan. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Industry Minister Herb Gray will 
visit Japan In July In a bid to locate Japanese vehicle 
and parts production In Canada, the minister said 
Friday after a meeting with the Japanese ambas¬ 
sador to Canada. 

The Friday meeting, stemming from the visit of 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohlra last month, was to 
discuss Canada getting a “fair share" of future Jap¬ 
anese Investment in North America. 

At least two Japanese vehicle producers have an¬ 
nounced plans to locate production in the U.S. — to 
capitalize on U.S. demand for Japanese cars — but no 
Japanese vehicles are currently produced in Canada.

Healthy plants—trees, grass, 
shrubs, seedlings—withstand insect 
attacks better than sickly ones do. In 
discussing the problem of contending 
with various pests and weeds In the 
home garden, I think It’s important to 
make that point at the outset. 

So, to really enjoy our interesting 
and healthful hobby, gardeners owe It 
to themselves to start off wltlTlhe 
best nursery stock and the best seeds 
and, believe me, not all nurseries or 
even seed houses offer the same 
quality product. 

You also owe it to yourself to learn 
about the plants you cherish in your 
garden—what sort of site they need, 
how much and what type of fertilizer. 
The local library is a good source of 
garden reading and lots of paper¬ 
backs are available on this subject. 

If your garden site has soil that is 
well-drained and kept supplied with 
organic matter such as manure and 
compost and If it Is in a sunny location 
that is open so it gets lots of air 
movement, you also have a lot going 
for you from the start when It comes 
to dealing with unwanted invaders 
from the Insect world. 

Another preventive measure is to 
encourage small, bug-eating birds to 
set up light housekeeping in your 
garden. It has been the practice 
around our place to establish little 
bird houses in our trees and these 
attract the small varieties. Despite 
today's higher mortgage interest 
rates, these comfy little haciendas

for our winged friends are generally 
fully occupied. 

Still another Important preventive 
measure is to rotate your crops on a 
planned basis. Make a sketch of 
where everything is located so you 
won’t repeat a planting In the same 
spot next year. Our organic garden 
ing friends use the system known as 
companion planting to repel certain 
pests. Nasturtiums and geraniums, 
as well as chives, are credited with 
repelling aphids which spread many 
diseases in the garden. 

Aluminum foil also seems to repel 
insects. It’s believed that carrots and 
onions planted in alternate rows help 
repel the onion and carrot fly. Garlic 
planted with roses seems to offer 
some protection against various in¬ 
sects and diseases. I tend to use 
qualifying terms like “seems Jo" In 
discussing things of this nature be¬ 
cause it is difficult to document such 
claims but personally I have found 
many of these natural methods effec¬ 
tive in my own garden. 

If you find you still have to treat 
for some pests that you cannot hand¬ 
pick off the plants, try to use a 
product which breaks down quickly 
and is a minimum hazard to human 
health. One I use a lot Is rotenone 
dust, sold under various brand 
names. I find it quite effective 
against aphids and most vegetable 
pests, given repeated applications. 

Onions are an exception and the 
seedlings or seeds do, In most soils, 


need planting with Onion Magot Pow 
der to keep them free of worms. I 
have even found that In light, sandy 
soils a mid-season application of Dia- 
zinon is necessary. Some people use 
this on potatoes too, for the flea 
beetle, but I have found that rotenone 
will do the Job If you keep at it. 

Potatoes planted with plenty of 
half-rotted organic matter or acid 
peat will usually remain free of scab, 
a disease that will not flourish in acid 
soils. Plain powdered sulphur may be 
used against powdery miidew. Lawns 
that are well fertilized and have prop¬ 
er drainage seldom suffer from prob¬ 
lems such as fairy rings or toadstools 
but when they do occur, a Formalin 
solution can be used, following the 
label instructions to the letter. 

Slugs and earwigs can be quite a 
problem in some areas. My organic 
friends put beer in a pie dish in the 
garden so their slugs may die happy 
The slimy creatures, It seems, are 
attracted by the beverage and liter¬ 
ally drown themselves in it. However, 
most gardeners, myself included, re¬ 
sort to spreading Earwig Bait and 
Slug Pellets in spots where the crea¬ 
tures hide during the day. 

Water applied on plants In a strong 
spray will dislodge some pests. This 
approach Is particularly beneficial to 
evergreen trees. The strong water 
spray rids them of pests and at the 
same time provides them with the 
extra moisture in which they thrive. 


A colleague reports that 
the name-designer craze 
has reached the point of 
excess where a certain de¬ 
signer of kitchens affixes 
his autograph to the comer 
of a cabinet, say, or maybe 
even a particularly in¬ 
spired stretch of floor. 
Thus you can be assured as 
you pad about making that 
midnight sandwich: I am 
spreading tuna fish sur¬ 
rounded by the ambience of 
adeslgneroriginal. 

We have chosen not to 
investigate this story fur¬ 
ther. There are some things 
even a dedicated reporter 
doesn't want to know. 

We only can ask why. 
Why, in an age that has 
trouble believing in any¬ 
thing else, is there this 
quasi-religious faith in the 
designer's name? People 
who sneer at Jimmy Carter 
or Ronald Reagan, or both, 
will go down on their knees 
before Calvin Klein. 

All “creative work,” as It 
is rather pretentiously 
called, used to be anony¬ 
mous—and we don't mean 
just designer fashions. 
There are no signatures 
below the right rear hooves 
of those first cave paint-

Suppose I gave you a hundred 
guesses to the question: "What are 
people most afraid of?” Do you 
suppose you would guess my an¬ 
swer? 

My answer is that people fear 
thought as they fear nothing else on 
earth—and all such evils as repress¬ 
ion, violence, mass hatred, bigotry, 
are a fearful flight from the necessity 
of taking thought. 

Why is it so hard, almost impos¬ 
sible, to get through to people who 
differ with us, to pierce their heavy 
armoring of emotion and prejudice, 
dogma masquerading as fact, super¬ 
stition substituting for reality? And, 
it goes without saying, it is equally 
hard for them to get through to 
us. 

Because we do not want to think, 
and will do anything to avoid it. 
Because thinking is threatening. It 
strips down our defences. It pierces 
our rationalizations. It leaves us na¬ 
kedly exposed to ideas we find un- 


ings In Spain. The fll/adand 
The Odyssey primarily 
were folk poetry: genius 
from the race. We, not the 
Greeks, felt compelled to 
invent Homer. The notion 
of art as self-expression is 
a comparatively modern 
Idea. And now look at what 
it's led to. 

Today you hardly can 
buy a handkerchief without 
the designer name ruining 
at least one dabbing edge. 
Products carry so many 
credits you scarcely can 
find the product. Is that a 
briefcase or an overnight 
bag under all those LVs of 
Louis Vuitton? 

We are in danger of turn¬ 
ing into a society wearing 
other men’s names: Pierre 
Cardin’s ties, Oleg Cas¬ 
sini’s shirts, Yves St. 
Laurent's everything else. 
From 2 years up, toddlers 
wobble about in jeans that 
are signboards to some¬ 
body else’s identity. Even 
sensible Sears reports its 
customers are crying for 
names like Gloria Vander¬ 
bilt on their jeans. 

In theory a designer's 
name is a guarantee of ex¬ 
cellence. In practice it also 
is a guarantee that a cus¬ 
tomer will pay 25 to 100 


per cent more for any given 
product. And what cus¬ 
tomer can say he is not 
paying at least part of that 
extra price for the reflex 
blink of respect he antici¬ 
pates in the eyes of others? 

Snobbery is the curse of a 
world autographed by de¬ 
signers. Amid the stock¬ 
piles of mass-produced 
goods, the designer's auto¬ 
graph offers the illusion of 
something custom-made— 
an irresistible temptation 
to elitists, and aren’t we 
all? That’s democracy for 
you. 

It is no secret that design¬ 
ers’ names carry the most 
authority when they are 
spiced with exotic agents. 
Like opera singers and bal¬ 
let dancers, name design¬ 
ers are advised to have 
French or Italian names, or 
adopt one. Nor does It hurt 
to precede them with 
Prince or Princess, Count 
or Countess. 

The name designer is a 
classic case of reverse pro¬ 
vincialism, illustrating the 
law that reads: The greater 
the geographical gap. the 
less the credibility gap. 

One believes implicitly in 
the French autograph on 


perfumes, the Italian auto 
graph on shoes, the English 
autograph on tweeds and 
the Swiss autograph on 
chocolates—to the point o( 
superstition. 

Where will the domain of 
the name designer end? As 
more and more North 
Americans buy imported 
automobiles, a number of 
European manufacturers 
have made a point of intro¬ 
ducing their designers by 
name, and even portrait, in 
their ads. Will we next sec 
autographs discreetly dis¬ 
played on trunks, or per 
haps the corner of hoods, as 
name-designer chic gets 
applied to the selling of 
cars? 

It's all too easy to be 
cynical about name design 
ers. But there’s also some 
thing rather appealing 
about this fervent wish to 
believe in somebody's good 
name. It may be romantic, 
but is it wrong to want to 
reduce the impersonal 
world of mass technology 
to a village street, where a 
sign above each shop bears 
the name of a craftsman 
who must be as good as his 
word? Because he also is 
our neighbor. 




comfortable. Most of all, It forces us 
to see ourselves more clearly. 

And this, above all, we do not 
want. We have a desperate need to 
retain a good opinion of ourselves. 
Even the man society calls "bad” 
regards himself as better than 
most—an acknowledged criminal ap¬ 
proached me after a lecture recently 
and asked If I didn't agree that men 
like Nixon and Mitchell and their 
crew were far worse than he was. 

(His argument was that his rot¬ 
ten background had shaped him, 
while they had no such excuse.) 

Each of us wants to think best of 
himself, and we will twist the whole 
mental construct out of shape in 
order to achieve this flattering self- 
portrait. The rich never look upon 
themselves as greedy, the shiftless do 
not see themselves as improvident, 
the exploiter regards himself as a 
benefactor, the snob congratulates 
his good taste, and the vulgar are 
content with what they call their 
"earthiness.” 


To avoid the painful duty of 
thinking, however, it is not enough to 
distort our self-image. We must 
somehow manage to blame (he evi¬ 
dent Ills of society on those who do not 
resemble us, whose defects and evils 
are not our defects and evils. 

And so arises the whole complex 
of hatred and bigotry and contempt 
and violence where it seems neces¬ 
sary and repression where it can be 
effected and, eventually, war—the 
ultimate way of demonstrating to 
ourselves that what is wrong with the 
world is some alien force. 

As a final irony, however, our 
refusal to think straight and true and 
clearly is not an intellectual matter at 
all, not a matter of mind, but a matter 
of will. It is a moral decision we 
decline to make. Most of us are smart 
enough to learn what is wrong with us 
—but we are like patients who do not 
want their Illness properly diag¬ 
nosed, because then they would feel 
obligated to do something about It. 

We love our illness too much to 
give It up. So why bother to think?

2. PLAY not plan. It’s more directly a question of 
doing too much, rather than of planning to do so. 

6. BOXING not boring. "Not everybody" is interested 
in BOXING. Nobody reads a boring correspondent 
as such. 

8. DODGES not dodger. The clue's air of approval can 
more reasonably be applied to DODGES. A dodger 
is sly, shifty, lazy, etc., rather than "rather clev¬ 
er." 

10. TEST not tent. "Though simple" (i.e., despite 
being less thorough and technically elaborate as 
some), a TEST may be reliable. Why should one 
have any such doubt about a simple tent? 

11. CUPS not pups. The idea of casually "giving them 
away” suits CUPS better; it would be more a 
question of finding suitable homes for the pups. 

13. BOSS not loss. As the clue implies, more or less 
blame attaches to a bad BOSS. There Is no particu¬ 
lar reason to view a loss as culpable (that it "may 
be quite unforgivable"); alternatively, if business 
conditions are good, even a moderate loss may be 
very blameworthy — so why specify a bad one? 

15. PORK not port. The clue’s very practical attitude 
suits PORK more aptly than port, a luxury drink. 

16. WAYS not wars. “Wars" is unsuitably specific, 
since the interest of a historian would be more 
general. Also, wars in which the Romans were 
involved (e.g., with the Carthaginians) were not 
strictly the wars of the Romans. 

24. CONFTJSION not contusion. One relates contusion 
to actual blows struck, rather than to the broad fact 
of fighting having broken out.

1. BAD not mad. Medically, the point rests in the 
gravity of the attack, rather than the insanity of an 
attack. 

4. LOVE not lose. "LOVE" contributes more suitable 
emphasis to the clue. “Lose" tends merely to 
repeat the sense of "be deprived of.” 

5. DIET not dirt. Certainly, a lot of people are 
Interested in DIET. Arguably, scandal, etc., that is 
published in not “dirt” by common consent. 

7. GRAPES not grades. The alternative word, 
grades, is quite vague while GRAPES is specific. 

9. DEPARTMENT not deportment. Being perhaps 
not himself entirely responsible for the excellence 
of his DEPARTMENT, a man may possibly have to 
"see it" deteriorate as the clue suggests. More 
directly, a man proud of his deportment will not let 
It deteriorate. 

12. HOME not hope. Since it’s said that hope “springs 
eternal” anyway, a HOME is more practically the 
thing to view as something needed, that you wish 
people could get. 

14. WAGES not wares. In the appropriate cases, fine 
craftsmanship ensures good wares, and "should" 
result in good WAGES (but too often doesn't). 

20. TANK not talk or task. Aptly, a TANK may be a 
container for water or gas, etc., or It can be of the 
other kind — “a military one, maybe.” It is less 
natural to think of a talk, or a task, as being of 
either a military or non-military nature.

Singer Anita Bryant, a foe of gay rights and cru¬ 
sader against "disintegration of the American fam¬ 
ily," has filed suit in a Miami , court for divorce 
against her husband-manager Bob Green. She ac¬ 
cused him of co-operating “with certain hired staff 
members who conspired to control me and use my 
name and reputation to build their personal ca¬ 
reers instead of my ministry.” 

The Toronto home of newspaper publishing ty¬ 
coon Kenneth R. Thomson was looted of jewelry 
worth more than $230,000 after thieves forced a rear 
door, police said Friday. Thomson inherited a pub¬ 
lishing empire and the title Lord Thomson of Fleet 
from his father, Roy Thomson. 

A Memphis court judge took under advisement 
Friday a motion seeking a ruling in a nine-month-old 
lawsuit filed by ABC-TV to make public the contro¬ 
versial and secret autopsy report on the late Elvis 
Presley. Judge D.J. Allssandratos heard final 
arguments but would not comment on when his rul¬ 
ing will be made. 

Nicaragua’s Sandinista government said Fri¬ 
day that BUI Stewart, an ABC news correspondent 
executed while covering the civil war last summer, 
will be honored next month on the first anniversary 
of his death. The government announcement said 
Stewart’s widow, Mina Stewart, has been Invited to 
unveil a plaque on a monument marking the spot 
where Stewart was to death last June 20.

The association, the ad¬ 
visory body to Vancouver’s 
Cable 10 community chan¬ 
nel, told the Canadian 
Radio-television and Tele¬ 
communications Commis¬ 
sion it opposes a proposal 
by Canadian Cablevision 
Systems of Toronto to take 
over Premier Communica¬ 
tions of Vancouver which 
runs the Vancouver com¬ 
munity channel. 

The merger, which is the 
subject of CRTC hearings 
here, would create Can¬ 
ada’s largest cablevision 
company. 

Meanwhile, writer Hers- 


chel Hardin, general man¬ 
ager of Victoria’s Capital 
Cable Co-operative, was 
told by the commission 
four lines of his written 
brief could leave him open 


to a charge of contempt of 
court. 

Hardin was granted an

Quitting tips 
for smokers 

Some people feel if they quit smoking, they'll inevit¬ 
ably gain weight. 

The possibility of becoming fat seems lo them far 
worse than puffing on their daily cigarettes. 

To help those who have thise concerns, Gerald G. 
Haeger, director of the Adventist Health Education 
Centre, shares the following concepts: 

After quitting, food will taste better and you'll tend 
to eat more. 

Smoking interferes with a person's enjoyment of his 
food by searing his lastebuds and reducing his abil¬ 
ity to relish what he's eating. 

Smokers tend to increase gradually their use of con¬ 
diments and spices to offset their loss of taste. This 
irritates the stomach and upsets the normal process 
of digestion. Dropping spices will be like turning a 
racehorse loose. 

Smoking also interferes with the body's ability to 
metabolize food. 

Nutritional experts are finding that smoking is far 
worse for one’s health than a little extra weight. 
Women have more of a problem with weight con 
trol after they stop smoking than men because of 
the female metabolic lifestyle. 

Choose well your breakfast foods. They should con¬ 
tain about one-third of the nutrients needed for the 
day. 

Reduce your portions. This can often be done merely 
by using a smaller plate. If this doesn't help, start 
measuring your portions. The only thing one should 
have between meals is non-caloric beverages, prefer¬ 
ably water. 

Dr. J. Wayne McFarland, the Seventh-day Adventist 
physician who originated the five-day plan to stop 
smoking, says, “Eat breakfast like a king; eat lunch 
like a prince; but eat supper like pauper.” 

The next five-day plan to stop smoking will be held 
June 1-5 at the Adventist Health Education Centre, 
3019 Shakespeare. Prercglstratlon is required for all 
programs by calling 595-4554.

Baptists open latest 
seniors* care home 


The latest addition to intermediate care 
housing for senior citizens opened offi¬ 
cially in Victoria on Thursday at 844 
Johnson Street with Victoria Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Tindall and provincial and'federal 
government representatives among the 
hundreds of visitors. 

Central Care Home contains 147 units, 
many of them oversized to accommo¬ 
date persons using wheelchairs. 

The $5 million facility took I I months to 
build. It Is operated by the Baptist Hous¬ 
ing Society of B.C., a non-profit founda 
tion, and is subsidized by the provincial 
government. 

In addition to those living In. other 
elderly persons can be accommodated on 
a day care basis or. If need be, could even 
stay at the centre for a weekend. Dr. 
John H. Pickford, chairman of the hous¬ 
ing society and foundation, said in an 
interview. 

Nine nurses are employed fulltime and 
nursing stations are staffed around the 
clock. Although residents are required to 
have their own doctors, a doctor is on call 
to the centre in case of emergencies. 


Naval chapel marks 25th year 


For 25 years, St. An¬ 
drew’s Chapel has been the 
scene of great moments in 
the life of the naval and 
military community in Es¬ 
quimau.

The building features several lounges, a 
large kitchen and cafeteria, medical ex¬ 
amination rooms and a spacious outdoor 
patio with benches and garden swing.

The building adjoins the rear of Central 
Baptist Church, Just across the patio on 
Pandora Street. The pastor. Rev. Robert 
Holmes, gave the blessing for the new 

centre. 

Central Care Home is one of six projects 
operated by the Baptist housing organi¬ 
zation providing a totpl of more than 1,000 
units. The others include three highrise 
buildings in Vancouver, and Marrion 
Gardens In Oak Bay. 

The Mount Edward apartments on Van¬ 
couver Street has just been acquired by 
the society and Dr. Pickford said it will 
provide another 83 intermediate care 
units. 

He said a start is expected soon on 
extensive inner renovations with the occu¬ 
pancy target set for next spring.

In times ot crisis and 
confusion—such as the 
present—the Church is in 
danger ot polarizing itself. 
The poles of excessive em¬ 
phasis can conveniently be 
labelled “pietism” and 
"activism.” 

Pietism tends to be in¬ 
ward-looking, looking upon 
the local assembly or con¬ 
gregation as nice little reli¬ 
gious club for nice like- 
minded people whose main 
concern in religion is their 
own comfort and consola¬ 
tion. 

On the other hand, the 
activists concentrate on 
Christian outreach, often 
with but little concern for 
what they are reaching out 
from and why. Conflict be¬ 
tween pietism and activism 
is tragic, for each, when 
separated from the other, 
proclaims a fractional, 
mutilated Gospel. 

Relevant here are two 
simple sayings of Jesus 
which are found very close 
to one another in the 17th 
chapter of John’s Gospel, 
"I have delivered thy word 
to them” (verse 14), and ”1 
have sent them into the 
world” (verse 18). 

Jesus is pictured at 
prayer, telling God about 
his disciples. He says that 
he has gathered these men 
around him, instructed 
them in the way of faith and 
marshalled them in a com¬ 
munity of faith. 

But he makes it clear 
that he has not been trying 
to organize his followers 
into a nice, pious little 
group for their escaping 
the menaces and tempta¬ 
tions of the world. Quite the 
contrary—“I have sent 
them into the world," he 
says—"I have sent them 
into the world as agents of 
my concern and compas¬ 
sion.” 

These sayings are sug¬ 
gestive of the twofold 
rhythm of assembly and 
dispersal which has mark¬ 
ed the life of the Church 
from Its beginnings in New 
Testament times—assem¬ 
bly for the receiving of 
God’s word in worship and 
instruction; dispersal into 
the world to do the work of 
Jesus Christ. Assembly 
and dispersal, congrega¬ 
tion and mission—each 
sustains and supports and 
validates the other. 

We Christians are called 
to withdraw from the 
world, to assemble our¬ 
selves regularly for wor¬ 
ship and for nurturing in 
the faith, for receiving the 
Word of God, the Word 
from God that speaks heal- 
ingly and redeemingly to 
our human predicament. 

And Just as regularly we 
must go out from our as¬ 
semblies, out from our con¬ 
gregations, to do the work 
ot Jesus Christ in the 
world, to engage in mission 
of witness in the world and 


mission of compassion to 
the world. 

The Church must not for¬ 
get that it has its New Tes¬ 
tament authenticity only 
when it lives in this twofold 
rhythm. When it concen¬ 
trates Its energies and re¬ 
sources on the assembly 
phase it tends to become 
ingrown and uncreative, 
fussing frantically over the 
maintenance of itself as an 
institution simply for its 
own sake. There is a warn¬ 
ing to the Church in this line

Muriel (Lohr) Martin, 
2137 Central Avenue, has 
taken over the King Fisher¬ 
man Contest trout lead with 
a nine-pound brown trout 
from Cameron Lake, which 
may go Into the new Inter¬ 
national Game Fish Asso¬ 
ciation record book, which 
is being rewritten for 1980. 

Mrs. Martin, wife of the 
well known Victoria singer, 
Stanley Martin, and sister 
of the Lohr brothers who 
arc well known as Saanich 
Inlet salmon hlghllners, 
has been trying for her big 
fish for some years. 

She says that last year 
she hooked and lost a trout 
that would have been big¬ 
ger. . . and at the first of 
May this year she hooked 
and had in the net a bigger 
brown trout, but it jumped 
out. She was determined 
she was going to get an¬ 
other big one and on Wed¬ 
nesday about 3 p.m. she 
did. 

She got it on a brown 
fly trolled on a spinning 
,rq0, using six-pound-test 
line, and the fish has been 
identified by provincial 
chief of fisheries Ron 
Tliomas. 

1 The Martins have a cot¬ 
tage on Cameron Lake and 
know the spots for the big 
fish, but mostly Muriel is 
the one who catches them. 

She caught the big one 
out from the big railway 
trestle at the cast end of the 
lake and weighed it in at 
Grant's Gun and Tackle 
Shop in Port Albemi. She 
has also weighed in other 
Cameron Lake trout this 
year, up to four pounds. 

She takes the lead from 
Harold Dunaway who cap¬ 
tured an 8.14 pound rain¬ 
bow during the May 10 
RCN Anglers' Association 
derby May 10. 

As a Colonist subscriber 
Mrs. Martin is in line to win 
both the King Fisherman 
trophy and the UVIc Mus¬ 
tang Floater jacket from 
Jeune Bros, and Peel7. 
Tackle. She will also be a 
Contender for the Molson's 
Fish of the Month prize and 
maybe the Molson’s trophy 
for the Quality Catch of 
the Year.

500 boats await 
starter’s shots 


There are nearly 500 boats entered in 
the Swiftsure and Pacific Handicap Rules 
Federation races between here and Point 
Clallam—the biggest entry on record— 
and the weather forecast is for smooth 
sailing. 

And at the end, whoever wins will be 
someone with more money than most 
people can poke a yardarm at. 

At 9 a.m. today, 439 boats will answer 
the starter's gun and head into a kind of 
mayhem. 

There have been deaths, demastings 
and groundings but none of this mat¬ 
ter* to the racers. 

Ultimately, winning is where it’s at. 

The place to watch the start as the boats 
head due west is the Dallas Road sea¬ 
front—what John Graeme, public rela¬ 
tions man for the events, describes as one 
of the best views for any sailboat race 
in the world. "I know, I was bom off 
Cowes,” he added. 

The warning gun will be fired at 9, and 
the first of the starting guns at 9:10. 


What might be the oldest racing yacht 
on the coast has entered the 50th anni¬ 
versary Swiftsure race this weekend. 

The Vancouver-owned sloop Cresset, 
which dates back to the 1920s, took part 
with three other yachts in the second 
Swiftsure event in 1931. 

Race chairman Frank Piddington said 
competitors are hoping for better racing 
weather than a year ago when storms 
forced retirement of 130 starters before 
the finish of the 217.9-kilometre Swiftsure 
and the 120.9-kilometre Juan de Fuca 
course. 

To mark the anniversary, race orga¬ 
nizers honored veteran Swiftsure sailors 
at a luncheon Friday at which the 1979 
trophy winners were presented with 
awards. 

There are six separate classes in the 
shorter Juan de Fuca race, with winning 
boats in both races expected to arrive In 
the Inner Harbor some time Sunday 
morning. 


Helens ash painting sunsets

Magnificent sunsets 
around the globe will 
be a bonus of the re¬ 
cent volcanic eruption 
of Mount St. Helens, 
says a University of 
Victoria geographer. 

Harold Foster said 
Friday that volcanic 
ash, fanning eastward 
since the eruption, will 
Interfere with the sun's 
rays to create the sun¬ 
sets. 

Foster said in an in¬ 
terview that sunsets in 
Victoria have been 
more spectacular than 
usual since the moun¬ 
tain In southern Wash¬ 
ington State blew its 
top last Sunday. 

“We can expect 
some tremendous sun¬ 
sets all over the globe, 
or at least in a large 
part of the globe. 

“One of the effects 
of the eruption is that 
we may have great 


sunsets for a long time 
to come." 

Foster said he didn't 
believe there was 
enough ash at this 
point to affect global 
weather patterns, or 
even weather on Van¬ 
couver Island, but 
there will certainly be 
a weather impact 
around the volcano. 

The Mount St: 
Helens region could 
see increased rainfall 
because particles of 
ash tend to attract 
water droplets. 

The ash will also 
have a negative im¬ 
pact on agriculture 
downwind from the 
volcano. 

Volcanic dust in the 
atmosphere can pre¬ 
vent sunlight from 
reaching the ground 
and affect the growing 
season, he said. 

The ash could also 
carpet crops and inter¬ 
fere with normal plant 
growth.

Foster said the 
Mount St. Helens erup¬ 
tion, at this point any¬ 
way, is really nothing 
compared with some 
big volcanic blasts 
from before. 


When Krakatoa 
erupted in 1883, in the 
Sunda Strait between 
Sumatra and Java. il 
caused one of the 
world’s worst disas¬ 
ters, killing about 36,- 
000 people. 

After the Krakatoa 
blowup, ash in the at¬ 
mosphere made the 
weather ''dull" and 
crops failed to ripen 
for about two years. 

Closer to home, Fos¬ 
ter said, was the erup¬ 
tion of Mount Mazaina 
in 6,600 B.P. (Before 
Present). 

Ash from this vol¬ 
cano, located in what is 
now southwestern Ore¬ 
gon, carried all the 
way to the Victoria 
area. 

“I was on a dig in 
Portage Inlet and we 
found a Mount Maza- 
ma ash layer there 
buried in peat. We 
later had it radiocar¬ 


bon dated,” Foster 
said. 

Foster said the erup¬ 
tion of Mount Mazama 
"created one of the 
world's most spectacu- 
lar natural forma¬ 
tions. 

Crater Lake, in the 
Cascade Mountains, 
was formed after the 
last glacial period 
when the top of Mount 
Mazama collapsed and 
was swallowed up in¬ 
side the mountain, 
leaving a huge bowl 
which gradually filled 
with water. 

The water was be¬ 
lieved by the Klamath 
Indians to have healing 
qualities. 

Meanwhile, Mount 
St. Helens appears to 
have quieted down. 

However, ham radio 
operators watching the 
volcano have report¬ 
ed that steam con¬ 
tinues to shoot from 
the crater to a height of 
about 20,090 feet. 


Wain Road extension step nearer 


It looks as if the Wain 
Road extension, which will 
border R.O. Bull Memorial 
Park In North Saanich, will 
go ahead as planned. 

North Saanich council 
approved the extension 
about two months ago, and 
has received assurances 
from federal and provin¬ 
cial officials that normal 
construction would not 
harm trees in the park. 

North Saanich Mayor 
Eric Sherwood said Friday 
he did not order a halt to the 
proposed construction, but 
instead “asked the engi¬ 
neer to apprise me of the 
details of any develop¬ 
ments regarding Wain 
Road before he goes ahead, 
and he can't go ahead im¬ 
mediately because surveys 
have to be made." 

Council has set aside $35,- 
000 for the road extension, 
and Sherwood said that 
amount may not be enough 
to open up Wain Road to a 
pre-pavement standard. 

Sherwood said in an in¬ 
terview: "Council's public 
works committee has pro¬ 
posed $35,000 to open up 
Wain Road from Derrick 
Road to Madrona Drive. 


NO THREAT TO BULL MEMORIAL PARK TREES 


“In my view, that may 
not be enough to open it up 
to a good, pre-pavement 
standard. 

"I want to ensure that 
there are sufficient funds 
to do this. 

“If they’re not sufficient, 
we should look into the bud¬ 
get and see if there are 
capital funds allocated to 
road development which 
can be used.” 

Sherwood said he wants 
to look at former mayor 
Paul Grieve’s criticisms of 


the extension—“they may 
contain a grain of truth." 

Meanwhile, Sherwood 
met with some members of 
the public works commit¬ 
tee on Friday, in connec¬ 
tion with a Colonist story on 
the Wain Road extension. 

Aid. James Cumming, 
chairman of the public 
works committee, said Fri¬ 
day the extension would 
only be a low-grade service 
road for better access to 
Deep Cove, as required by 
the community plan. 


Cumming said he disa¬ 
greed with Grieve's sug¬ 
gestion that the extension 
would be built as a major 
arterial. 

“It would only be a low- 
grade service road as re¬ 
quired in the community 
plan, which was drawn up 
by Grieve when he was 
mayor." 

Cumming said Grieve's 
cost estimate of $475,000 
was "ridiculous.” 

"The costing in question, 
about $35,000, was done by 


our own municipal staff 
which Is experienced in 
these matters,” Cumming 
said. 

“If the road becomes 
popular. It will be devel¬ 
oped to an arterial road. 
That decision could be 
made sometime in the rea¬ 
sonable future." 


Cumming pointed out 
that council had already 
approved the construction, 
"which was recommended 


by former alderman John 
Lapham on his retirement 
last fall in his position as 
public works committee 
chairman." 

Committee member Aid. 
Jay Rangel said Friday: "I 
think in order to provide an 
all-weather, level access to 
Deep Cove we need to com¬ 
plete Wain Road through to 
Madrona Drive. 

"It would be unconscio¬ 
nable of us to waste taxpay¬ 
ers' money to make Birch 
and Downey safe for pedes¬ 
trians unless we take some 
of the traffic off those 
roads.”

Artist Emily Carr herself has 
helped to solve the mystery of the 
well found under the Carr home on 
lower Government Street. 

In her second book Book of 
Small, she wrote of her father's 
fear of fire on their 10-acre lot 
and how he dug wells all over the 
property. 

Edythe Hembroff-Schleicher, 


author, an authority on Emily 
Carr’s life and a former friend, 
said Friday, Carr had two great 
cisterns of soft water under the 
house plus a deep well of spring 
water under the kitchen,each with 
separate pumps. 

The cisterns and wells were used 
by the Carr family until Victoria 
city was connected to water supply 
from Beaver Lake. 


The mystery surrounding a bath 
found under the Carr house also 
crumbled Friday. Apparently 
when the house was owned by the 
Jaycees about 10 years ago they 
renewed the plumbing and the old 
family bath was lugged under the 
house for storage. 

Meanwhile, the publicity about 
the refurbishing of the Carr home 


has Bob Broadland, chief of ad¬ 
ministration and development in 
the heritage conservation branch, 
more than a little nervous. 


He fears spectators or vandals 
might be attracted to the house 
("which is of great importance to 
B.C.”) and Ifas stepped up security 
on the building. 


Colwood clinic 
offers model 
emergency care 


Emergency treatment may be available at the old 
Victoria General Hospital after all, if a facility else¬ 
where in the region proves to be a good model for such 
care, regional hospital planners think. 

St. Anthony’s Clinic and Pharmacy in Colwood, which 
provides some types of emergency care for residents of 
the Western Communities, could be a model for an 
emergency clinic in downtown Victoria, hospital plan¬ 
ner Murray Halkett has told the regional hospital and 
health planning committee. 

A draft study of future uses for the old Victoria Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, which will, ironically, be moving out to¬ 
ward Colwood when its new building on Helmcken Road 
is complete, has ruled out emergency treatment, but 
residents of downtown Victoria, James Bay and Fair- 
field have objected. 

Halkett said the patient volume at St. Anthony’s Clin¬ 
ic, owned by physicians, is greater than that at the 
emergency room at the Saanich Peninsula hospital. 

A spokesman for the clinic said Friday that it has “all 
the services necessary for ambulatory health care," 
but has no beds tor overnight stays. It has x-ray, labora¬ 
tory facilities, and a pharmacy, and houses related ser¬ 
vices such as physiotherapy. 

The clinic can treat broken bones, cuts, and other 
minor injuries, and also has an electrocardiograph. 
Patients in the Western Communities who suffer heart 
attacks are sometimes taken by ambulance to the clinic 
where their condition is stabilized before they are taken to 
an intensive care unit in a Victoria hospital. 
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Big success... 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The U.S.-sponsored 
boycott of the Moscow summer Olympics had been 
an “extraordinary success" despite lack of support 
from a number of allies, the state department said 
Friday. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter said 55 national 
Olympic bodies, including the Canadian and U.S. 
Olympic committees, had decided not to attend the 
games to protest the Soviet intervention in Afghan¬ 
istan. 

An official U.S. list said 69 countries had decided 
to go to the Games and 21 were still undecided as of 
Friday. The final deadline for replies to the Soviet 
Olympic invitations is today. 

Another senior official predicted that at least 60 
countries would ultimately Join in the boycott, 
representing about half the athletes and up to half 
the usual medal winners. 

“The Olympics boycott movement is not only 
alive and well,” spokesman Carter said. “It has 
been in any terms an extraordinary success.” 

A total of 62 governments backed the boycott, al¬ 
though in much of Western Europe as well as New 
Zealand and Australia the national Olympic com¬ 
mittees voted to go in defiance of their govern¬ 
ments. 

White House spokesman Jody Powell said it was 
difficult for the administration to understand why 
Western and other democracies were going to Mos¬ 
cow “while the Russians are out shooting school¬ 
girls in the streets of Kabul." 

...dismal flop? 

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The Soviet press trium¬ 
phantly pronounced U.S. President Carter’s Olym¬ 
pic boycott a miserable flop Friday on the eve of the 
deadline for filing applications for the summer 
games in Moscow. 

Despite the absence of the United States, West 
Germany and Canada, the games now seem certain 
to be attended by the vast majority of the Olympic 
movement and the bulk of the strongest sporting 
nations. 

Vitaly Smirnov, deputy chairman of the organiz¬ 
ing committee for the games, said on Soviet televi¬ 
sion that 102 national Olympic committees had 
indicated they would compete in Moscow, though 
this was not a firm total of entries. 

The Soviet organizers are likely to keep the final 
tally a secret until the International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee announces it in Lausanne on Tuesday. 

After West Germany’s Olympic committee decid¬ 
ed to join the boycott earlier this month, Soviet 
organizers worried that a snowball effect would 
turn the Olympics Into little more than a meeting of 
the Soviet Union, its allies and a few Third World 
nations. That worry appears to have been dispell¬ 
ed. 

Some events may suffer from the absence of the 
Americans and the West Germans but the damage is 
not likely to be disastrous and the Communist 
countries will win more medals. 

The reduction in the sporting level of some events 
will be a minor blemish in a picture which will allow 
the Soviet leadership to reap a maximum propagan¬ 
da bonus in other respects. 

When the games open July 19, the stay-at-home 
Americans will be isolated from the bulk of their 
allies. West Germany will be similarly isolated from 
its European Common Market partners. 

The partial boycott also will keep from Moscow 
some teams which only IOC rules forced the Soviet 
organizers to invite. 

Chile and other rightwing dictatorships will be 
missing, and so will Israel, the presence of whose 
team might have led to demonstrations of sympathy 
| from Soviet Jews. 

The fact that teams from Britain, Australia and 
many other Western countries will be coming to 
Moscow in defiance of their governments offers 
additional propaganda for Soviet leaders. 

The united front of Western countries has col¬ 
lapsed without any concessions from Moscow over 
Afghanistan. 


Aussies, Spanish 
to attend Games 


The national Olympic committees of Australia 
and Spain have decided to defy the wishes of their 
government leaders and send teams to the Moscow 
Games. 

“There has always been a conflict in our loyalties 
to the government and our loyalties to amateur 
sport,” said Syd Grange, president of the Australian 
Olympic Federation, which voted 6-5 Friday to send 
a team to Moscow. “The great problem . . . was to 
reconcile these loyalties, and it wasn’t an easy 
task.” 

Australian Prime Minister Joe Fraser, one of the 
earliest supporters of President Carter’s call for an 
Olympic boycott because of Soviet military inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan, was upset by the federa¬ 
tion's decision but said he would not take any further 
steps to prevent his country’s athletes from compet¬ 
ing. 

Spain’s Olympic committee also announced that it 
would send a team to Moscow. That came just one 
day after the Spanish government said it opposed 
sending a team. 

As expected, Nepal announced that it would 
participate in the Games. 

An Associated Press count based on public an¬ 
nouncements shows that there are now 52 countries 
that have said they are not going to compete in the 
Summer Olympics for one reason or another. More 
than 60 countries have said they plan to attend. 

The IOC Is expected to release early next week a 
list of countries that have accepted invitations to 
compete in Moscow. 

Of the 41 countries that had gold medal winners at 
the 1976 Olympics, only four have announced plans 
to boycott — the United States, West Germany 
Norway and Pakistan. 

However, the boycott is clearly having a diplo¬ 
matic impact on the Games, which had been re¬ 
garded by organizers as a showcase of the Soviet 
system. Because of the boycott, the Olympics will 
not be televised in the United States as well as 
several other countries, and the number of Western 
visitors is expected to be considerably less than had 
been originally projected. 


Kuhn authors baseball settlement

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Dog-tired and physically 
spent from not having so 
much as sneaked a cat nap 
all night, the man who 
worked hardest behind the 
scenes to help architect the 
baseball settlement gazed 
up at one of the city’s com¬ 
mercial skyscrapers. 

A huge clock encased in 
the structure said 6:32 and 
in the early light of the 
dawn, the sun’s rays fil¬ 
tered down to the street. 


“Have you ever seen 
such a delightful, peaceful 
morning?” baseball Com¬ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn 
asked the two other men 
walking with him. 

Marvin Miller, spokes¬ 
man for the players, and 
Ray Grebey, the owners’ 
representitive, both did 
magnificient jobs. They 
worked hard, never got any 
sleep either and didn’t quit. 
Neither did Ken Moffett, 
the federal mediator. 

But it was Kuhn, keeping 
an extraordinary low pro¬ 


file and seldom showing 
himself to the media the 
last two days before Fri¬ 
day's deadline, who played 
the key role in bringing 
both sides together. 

Miller had said the way 
the negotiations were going 
they were “a waste of 
time” and that it would 
take a “small miracle” to 
reach any kind of agree¬ 
ment. Mike Marshall, Min¬ 
nesota’s militant reliever, 
said he expected a strike to 
last at least six weeks. 

In the face of all that, 
Kuhn steadfastly refused 


to give up. Under the 
powers vested in him as 
commissioner, he had to 
take whatever action he 
deemed to be “in the best 
interest of baseball” and he 
took that literally, meeting 
with Miller, Grebey and 
Moffett, either individually 
or together, at least a half 
dozen times the past two 
days. 

His primary function 
was to keep them talking, 
and he succeeded. 

"The man played a cru¬ 
cial role,” said one club 
owner.

The contract provides 
improvement in minimum 
salaries and pensions.

In the matter of pensions, 
the players had asked for 
an increase to $16.5 million 
per year in the owners’ 
contribution and got $15.5 
million, $! million more 
than the owners had origi¬ 
nally offered.

But the key to the settle¬ 
ment was the free-agency 
question.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Will 
you please discuss fluid 
around the heart, which 1 
have. It’s treatment, etc. I 
don’t understand this at all. 
— Mrs. R.T. 

It’s known as pericardial 
effusion. The heart sib in a 
fluid-containing rubber 
bag called the pericar¬ 
dium. Well, it’s not really 
rubber, but that gives you a 
good visual idea of it. 

The bag bolds the heart in 
position. The enveloping 
fluid-filled cushion mini¬ 
mizes friction that occurs 
with each beat. Ordinarily 
the bag contains only about 
two tablespoons of this 
fluid lubricant. 

If the sac becomes filled 
with a large amount of 
fluid, pumping of the heart 
can be inhibited, with all 
the problems that can 
bring. 

How does pericardial ef¬ 
fusion (too much fluid) 
come about? In many 
ways. It Is sometimes seen 
in those with rheumatoid 
arthritis, kidney disease or 
thyroid disturbance. Viral 
infections account for a lot 
of It. 

The treatment has to be 
tailored to the cause. If the 
effusion is from a previous 
viral infection, then rest 
and aspirin help reduce it. 
The fluid gradually gets 
absorbed as the inflamma¬ 
tion quiets down. Some¬ 
times, steroid drugs are 
used to help speed this pro¬ 
cess. If there is a sudden 
profuse production of the 
fluid, it has to be drained 
with a syringe and needle. 
If a lot of pus has accumu¬ 
lated, the sac may have to 
be opened to remove that. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: 

Please explain "skin tags." 
What causes them to form 
around my neck area only?

Skin tags are soft, fie h- 
colored harmless out¬ 
growths of skin, most often 
seen on the neck and upper 
chest.

NEW YORK — "In bad times, you must make 
irresistible clothes." — Oscar de la Renta. 

“Sex sells.” — Norma Kamali. 

"The new direction in clothes? Wear them, 
enjoy them, forget them” — Geoffrey Beene.

These ideas behind the new clothes for next fall 
are as diverse and wide-ranging as the clothes 
themselves. 

A little romance here. A lot of safe and sane 
there. Some frosting for the let-em-eat-cake set. 
And a lot of just plain bread and butter. Some soft 
clothes for hard times. Blouses for those who’ve lost 
their shirts. And hems that go up and down with the 
prime rate. 

As if to repress the depression, designers are of¬ 
fering some of the most uplifting clothes in years. 
Some examples: 

The New Romantics. Both Ralph Lauren and 
Perry Ellis are designing sportswear with a touch of 
romance, a kind of stalklng-the-moors brand of 
sportswear complete with Lord Byron jackets 
(Lauren) and Heathcliff capes (Ellis). Mid-calf 
skirts (Lauren) and wide-legged, skirt-like pants 
(Ellis) lend a new femininity to these 19th century 
updates. 

Forevening, the new romantics are based on the 
old romantics, but brought into 1980 with some deft 
designing and accessorizing. Oscar de la Renta's 
Hapsburg-inspired clothes, for Instance, do not look 
so authentically Austrian, or Hungarian, as to be 
mistaken for costumes. The scroll-embroidered 
velvets and leathers work believably with tweety 
wool sweaters. The French berets add just the right 
counterpoint to the Tyrol trims and frog closings 

The most opulent collection comes from Bill 
Blass, where the deluxe look prevails, day through 
night. The Blass woman begins her day in a sable- 
collared and-cuffed pink cashmere coat, and ends 
her evenings in head-to-toe sequins hand-sewn to 
pure silk. In between, she wears pant-ballons in 


tomato-colored suede or georgette embroidered in 
silk floss. She looks important because she is 
important, says Blass, whose customers have bank 
accounts Important enough to cover the 94,000 it will 
lake for one of his new pailletted gowns. 

Less for Day; More for Night. The champion of 
this concept is Halston, whose evening fireworks 
for fall arc some of his most explosive ever. The 
designer lights up his chiffon gowns with beading 
that looks like Fourth of July sparklers. His knee- 
length tulle evening dresses also project their 
own kind of razzle-dazzle in such colors as fire¬ 
cracker red or lavender over pink. And his double¬ 
layer organza blouses and Jackets (previewed by 
Liza Minnelli at the Academy Awards) set new 
standards in ruffling. 

The New Glamour Girls. Norma Kamali comes 
up with a new view of sexy in her body dra¬ 
peries worked In wondrous tiers and levels. 

Kamali's glamour girls get their own Kamali es¬ 
corts for fail as the designer offers some of her clas¬ 
sic Kamalis for men. Some examples: sleeping bag 
coats, bomber jackets, jodhpurs. 

At Anne Klein, Donna Karan and Louis Dell 
‘Olio revive the Old Hollywood with their 1980 
versions of Carole Lombard. This new role model 
for deluxe sportswear wears a cashmere topper 
over tailored cashmere pants, a Cashmere cardigan 
and a silk blouse. Or a baby alpaca topper over a 
flannel jumpsuit. Or an argyle intarsla sweater with 
Lombard trousers. As day moves into night, the 
Klein sweater girl becomes more Lana Turner than 
Lombard, exchanging her tailored separates for 
ruffled mohair sweaters with Chantilly face skirts. 

The Fashion Realists. Bonnie Cashin and Bet¬ 
sey Johnson lead the way In super functional clothes 
such as Cashin's raincoats with pockets that snap 
into pocketbooks and Johnson's sweaters that zip 
from turtleneck to wrist. If you get too warm in your 
turtleneck you simply unzip it a ways and pull your 
arm out of your sleeve for a one-shoulder look. 

Cashin's new "noh” coats for Cash-in-Country 
are true classics that look like they’ll go on forever, 
and Johnson's version of the mini—a romper-like af¬ 
fair with hip-yoked skirt —might well become a re¬ 
placement for blue jeans with her young cus¬ 
tomers. 
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Thoughtful revision replaces new decision

PARIS, FRANCE — Designers offered almost every¬ 
thing under the fashion sun at the recent Paris ready-to- 
wear showings, but the French did little that will put 
existing styles into eclipse. 

The big story here was short—but not short skirts. 
Bermuda shorts and knickers appear to be due for a 
major tryout on metropolitan streets, come autumn 
and winter. 

What will be at issue, however, is not the fashion 
viability of the revealed knee. All knees in Paris 
were covered with opaque tights—some thick and woolly, 
others not so. Chloe designer Karl Lagerfeld, anticipating 
women’s reluctance to add even as much as a quarter- 
inch to their calf measurements, had tights specially 
made of a silk and wool mixture, so they are reasonably 
light. Their price tag ($60 a pair) is less reasonable. 

Legs encased in tights were a frequent sight on 
the runways of Paris. In one variation, tunic-length 
sweaters went over ribbed long johns. These styles an¬ 
swered the call for minis which was heard from de¬ 
signers last season but generally went unanswered. 

No one here is seriously concerned with skirt 
lengths. To prove the point, several designers sent 
every possible length out on the catwalk at once. 

The wild "ready to wear” (mass-production) design¬ 
ers of Paris—progressives like Thierry Mugler, Jean- 
Claude de Luca and Claude Montana—who usually 
spring a shock or two, only occasionally were outra¬ 
geous. 

Mugler's jumpsuits and skirts unsnapped or un¬ 
zipped to reveal bright silk scarves or silk pleats. His 
mermaid dresses of sequins, shaded with a marbled 
effect, brought down the house. 

De Luca's best numbers were alpine coats with or¬ 
namental loops and embroidery of red braiding, in 
the manner of Austro-Hungarian Empire military uni¬ 
forms. 

Nearly every designer liked the look of the dropped 
torso. Some—like Marc Bohan of Dior—interpreted it In 
school-girl striped taffeta, sashed at the hips with a bow. 
Others—like Valentino—did molded matte jerseys with 
draped hiplines or tiered ruffled skirts. Yves Saint 
Laurent did the look as a straight chemise, with 
a skirt slashed into panels. 

The honors of this season’s showings probably 
should go to Mme. Gres. She is the oldest of Paris 
designers but the newest entrant into the ready-to- 
wear field. The last of the haute couture (made-to- 
order) creators to go into the production of ready-to- 
wear, she made a triumphant debut with beautifully 
cut jersey dresses and the sort of double-face wool 


coat ensembles and superb capes for which she is re¬ 
nowned. 

Rich gypsy, peasant and haute folklore, complete 
with ponchos, capes, shawls and clanking coin belts and 
necklaces came back at Yves Saint Laurent, also at 
Lanvin. YSL's folklore included Peruvain inspirations as 
well as North African, but his hit suit, a velvet dirndl 
and contrasting wool jacket with wide velvet lapels 
and rows of buttons, is in the Hapsburg vein. 

Crimson with black took the place of black and white 
as the primary color combination, with the violet 
tones retaining their popularity. Color splits and asym¬ 
metric treatments also continued. 

Now does not seem to be the moment for new deci¬ 
sions in fashion, just a time for thoughtful revisions.

Melissa Manno summed 
up the feelings of many 
brides when she said:

He said hunting applica¬ 
tions had increased from 
an initial 163 to more than 
12,000 last year, since the 
limited-entry program was 
introduced in 1974.

Judge Fred Giles fined a 28-year old pilot $2,500 
after finding him guilty Friday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court of operating an aircraft in a negligent and 
reckless manner. 

Richard Stanley Radcliff of Calgary had originally 
been charged with one other offence under the Aeronau¬ 
tics Act, flying at an unsafe altitude in a built-up area of a 

city. 

The charges arose from an incident Sept. 17, 1978 
when a Cessna 337 piloted by Radcliff flew over the 
Gordon Head area. 

Two witnesses testified during a two-day trial which 
began Thursday that Radcliff made three low passes over 
the area and one said the plane came so low he thought it 
was going to crash. Estimates of Radcliff’s altitude 
ranged from 30 to 120 metres. 

Radcliff had flown from Calgary to Victoria, per¬ 
formed a “touch and go" at the Pat Bay Airport and 
headed south, where he flew over his parents’ home 
at -4467 Tyndall. 

Defence lawyer Michael Hutchison argued that his 
client had 370 hours in the air without incident prior to 
that occasion and that pilots practised stalls, steep turns, 
and other aeronautical maneouvres in the same area. 

Hutchison, who added he was a pilot himself, said 
Radcliff, in the “exuberance of flight,” delayed climbing 
but was not “buzzing" or "beating up” the area. 

Giles agreed with crown counsel Digby Kier of Van¬ 
couver, stating it was a very serious offence and 
that Radcliff was “in charge of a very dangerous 
piece of machinery. 

JUDGE Harold Alder fined a 21-year-old Port Alice 
man $50 for performing an indecent act last Sat¬ 
urday night. 

Crown counsel Don Laughton said Keith Robert 


Mavln was in a group of 37 persons ejected from the 
Mediaeval Inn, 1005 Broad. The group congregated on the 
north side of a nearby parkade when Victoria police 
arrived and Mavin was seen waving his private part In the 
direction of the restaurant, Laughton said. 

Mavin denied the allegation and said he was only 
"going to the washroom” at the time. 

JUDGE William Ostler levied a total of $800 in fines 
against 20-year-old Wayne Marcel Contois. 

Contois pleaded guilty to driving while under sus¬ 
pension, driving without insurance, and driving a ve¬ 
hicle which was not displaying the proper licence plates. 
Crown counsel Chris Kehler told the court it was Contois’ 
second conviction for driving while suspended. 

Ostler levelled a $500 fine on the first count, $250 on 
the second and an additional $50 on the third. 

A 40-YEAR-OLD Sidney man was given a seven-day 
jail term after pleading guilty to his fifth drinking¬ 
driving conviction. 

Wayne Edward Roberts, of 9633 Eighth Street, plead¬ 
ed guilty to driving with a blood-alcohol content over .08

Roberts was stopped by Sidney RCMP after he was 
spotted speeding on the Sancha Hall parking lot at 
about 11:40 p.m. Two breath test readings of .22 were 
eventually obtained, court was informed. 

He was convicted of impaired driving Oct. 3, 1968, 
Nov. 9, 1970 and Sept. 26, 1974 and for driving with a 
blood alcohol content over .08 July 9, 1976 when he 
received a $1,000 fine from Alder.

The Labor Halations Board is pre 
paretRe take a rare step and Impose a 
first contract on the Medical Associate 
Clinic at Nelson, It was learned Friday. 

The move comes after years of resis¬ 
tance to union efforts to achieve a collec¬ 
tive agreement for 17 employees. 

In a letter to the clinic and the Hospital 
Employees' Union on Friday, LRB 
chairman Donald Munroe said: "I would 
have to be naive in the extreme to 
believe and accept that the clinic has 

made every reasonable effort to con¬ 
clude a collective agreement." 

Munroe said he had decided it was 
advisable to impose the terms of a 
first agreement, but he Is giving both 
sides one last chance to negotiate a 
contract before the final step Is taken. 

They are to meet with LRB officers. 

The B.C. Labor Code introduced in 
1974 by then labor minister William 
King included provisions for forcing an 
initial agreement, but this section of the 

code has seldom been put to use. 

Difficulty In achieving union agree¬ 
ments was the chief reason for the 
legislation, and It was known that King 
was Influenced by the strike at San- 
drlngham private hospital In Victoria, 
which lasted for 3'^ years. 

' The Nelson clinic's record of resis¬ 
tance dates back to Christmas Eve, 
197#, when the International Wood¬ 
workers of America was certified to 
represent the employees. The IWA 

failed In Its bid to have a contract 
Imposed and In May, 197H the HEU re¬ 
placed the IWA with a certification of Its 
own. 

Unable to achieve a settlement by 
negotiations, mediation, arbitration or 
through an Industrial Inquiry commis¬ 
sion, the union made two attempts to 
have the LRB Impose one. 

The first application to former labor 
minister Allan Williams last March 
was rejected.

Mailmen reach 
peaceful accord 


OTTAWA (CP) - The final details 
of the country's first peacefully-set¬ 
tled contract between the govern¬ 
ment and the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers were agreed upon 
Friday by top-level negotiators. 

Postmaster-General Andre Oucl- 
let and postal union president Jean- 
Ciaude Parrot announced the final 
settlement following four days of vir¬ 
tually non-stop negotiations attended 
by Dennis McDermott, head of the 
Canadian Labor Congress. 

The settlement ended the prospect 
of a national postal strike that had 
dimmed when an agreement in prin¬ 
ciple was reached late Tuesday, but 
was partly resurrected when talks on 
details began to bog down Thursday. 


Parrot said the union's executive 
would recommend that the union s 
23,000 members ratify the contract In 
a vote soon. Until then, each side was 
keeping a lid on the exact details. 

The contract is believed to contain 
the key recommendations of conci¬ 
liator Germain Jutras, Including a 
shortened work week which a union 
source said had caused a deep dispute 
for the past two days that almost led 
to a breakdown in negotiations. 

The government's wage offer was 
an eight-per-cent raise plus an open- 
ended cost-of-living allowance ef¬ 
fective when inflation neached six per 
cent. The typical postal clerk with 
. two years' experience is now paid 
$8.29 hourly. 


This is the first settlement with 
postal workers that has not been 
preceded by walkouts or a national 
postal strike, a victory that Ouellet 
attributed to trust on both sides and a 
determination to negotiate a set¬ 
tlement. 

“We established a very civilized 
exchange of points of view," Ouellet 
said. 

Parrot said the key to the peaceful 
settlement was having a cabinet min¬ 
ister at the table, circumventing 
the normally cumbersome and frus 
trating method of negotiations that

Two premiers furious 
over Trudeau oil move 


FREDERICTON (CP) - 
The premiers of Neif 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
are roaring in anger at 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
announcement to phase out 
the $3-billion federal sub¬ 
sidy on oil imported into 
Eastern Canada. 

New Brunswick Premier 
Richard Hatfield stormed 
Friday at the ‘cavalier’ 
way in which Finance Min¬ 
ister Allan MacEachen and 
Trudeau announced plans 
to eliminate oil import sub¬ 
sidies without indicating 
any new government pro¬ 
grams to take their place. 

“The problem with the 
whole thing is not that 
they're dropping the subsi¬ 
dies, not that they’re incor¬ 
porating them into a blend¬ 
ed price. The problem is 
being just so cavalier about 
it and so uncertain by mak¬ 
ing a suggestion like that 
without telling us exactly 
what is going to happen,” 
Hatfield said. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
John Buchanan, still fum¬ 
ing over the federal gov¬ 


ernment’s decision not to 
extend a western natural 
gas pipeline to the Mari- 
times, viewed Trudeau's 
announcement as another 
blow to the wedge separat¬ 
ing Maritime Canada from 
the scat of power. 

“It would be almost eco¬ 


nomic suicide they would 
be putting on us and I can’t 
for the life of me see any 
responsible government of 
Canada doing that," Bu¬ 
chanan said.

Police ‘bums’ 
now reinstated 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - 
Five Miami policemen, 
called “bums” by the 
mayor and suspended for 
alleged misconduct during 
racial rioting, were or¬ 
dered reinstated Friday 
after some fellow officers 
threatened to go on strike. 

Police Chief Kenneth 
Harms said the five men 
would be back on the force 
Tuesday, saying time 
missed would be treated as 
regular time off. They had 
been suspended with pay. 

He made the announce¬ 


ment after meeting police 
union officials to discuss 
the suspensions and pro¬ 
posals to grant amnesty to 
some of the more than 1,200 
people arrested in the 
riots. 

As the city prepared for a 
three-day holiday week¬ 
end, 1,100 National Guard 
troops remained on stand¬ 
by in armories and ware¬ 
houses in case of a renewal 
of the mayhem that began 
last Saturday. 

The riot claimed its 16th 
victim Friday. 


Canada-U.S. treaty 
good for conventions 


Victoria tourism spokes¬ 
men expressed pleasure 
but not surprise Friday at 
news that Canada and the 
U.S. had agreed to a new 
tax treaty which would 
make conventions in Can¬ 
ada tax deductible again 
for American organiza¬ 
tions. 

The treaty, announced 
Friday in Ottawa, still re¬ 
quires legislation on both 
sides of the border before it 
goes into effect, possibly 
next year. For the Cana¬ 
dian convention trade, it 
should end years of drought 
which began when Canada 
removed special tax privi¬ 
leges for Time Magazine, 
Readers’ Digest and 
American broadcasting 
stations which got exten¬ 
sive advertising revenues 
from Canada. In retalia¬ 
tion, the U.S. refused to 
give Canada special recog¬ 


nition when it tightened 
regulations governing de¬ 
ductibility of convention 
expenses abroad. 

The change did not en¬ 
tirely rule out American 
convention business, but it 
restricted its frequency 
and volume when it gave 
the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service greater scrutiny 
over convention expenses 
abroad, Victoria tourism 
consultant Ken Stratford 
said. 

"We knew the change 
was coming,” said Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce manager 
Brian Small. 

Former tourism minister 
Grace McCarthy lobbied 
hard for the change, as did 
some American travel offi¬ 
cials, he said. 

“Victoria Is a popular 
destination point, and it 
means we are going to be 


chasing a fair 1 amount of 
that increased business.” 

Simon Deane, marketing 
manager for the Empress 
Hotel, said the Empress 
was not hurt badly when 
American convention tra¬ 
vel was restricted. 

"Certain U.S. convention 
organizations have found 
ways to deal with the tax 
laws.” 

Although the number of 
large conventions de¬ 
creased, the Empress, 
which gets most of the 
major American conven¬ 
tion business coming to 
Victoria, managed to book 
a larger number of smaller 
conventions and meetings, 
and also developed more 
Canadian convention busi¬ 
ness, Deane said.

Trudeau said the oil Import 
subsidies would be phased 
out as the country moved to 
a blended price for oil.

Dr. L.V. Jonat, city depu¬ 
ty medical officer, said 
Friday that tests of 700 em¬ 
ployees at the building in 
February and May turned 
up positive for the 150. 

Although one infectious 
case has been confirmed, 
many of the positive tests 
simply mean the employee 
came into contact with TB 
at some time, he said. 

City health officials were 
brought in last February 
after one woman employee 
was admitted to hospital 
for TB treatment and five 
family members showed 
positive skin test results. 


TEHRAN (CP) - An at¬ 
tempt to overthrow Iran's 
revolutionary government 
has been uncovered by the 
Iranian army, the official 
news agency Pars said Fri¬ 
day. No arrests were re¬ 
ported. 

Pars said the coup at¬ 
tempt was planned for 
today by a group calling 
Itself the Army of Iranian 
Freedom-seekers. It said 
the group sent a message to 
the military communica¬ 
tions centre Thursday 
night calling on military 
units in western Iran to 
stop fighting Kurdish guer¬ 
rillas and move on Tehran, 
the Iranian capital.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission Friday denied a re¬ 
quest by British Columbia Telephone Co. 
for Interim rate increases to come into 
effect June 1. 

The commission said it believed in¬ 
terim increases should not be granted in 
the absence of public hearings "except 
where special circumstances can be de¬ 
monstrated.” 

“On the basis of the submissions re¬ 
ceived In the present case, the commis¬ 
sion does not consider it to be one where 
special circumstances justify the interim 
rate increases proposed by B.C. Tel," the 
commission said. 

The company has applied for a general 
rate Increase and proposed the increase 
in two stages. Interim increases would 
come Into effect June 1 and full-rate 
Increases Dec. 17. 

The Interim increases would have ap¬ 
plied to most services, with major ex¬ 
ceptions including basic two-party and 
multi-party services. If applied, they 


would have produced about $7.8 million 
from June 1 to Dec. 17. 

B.C. Tel had argued that it required 
some permanent financing in the third 
quarter of this year to reduce Its short¬ 
term debt and provide financing flexibil¬ 
ity needed for the rest of 1980 and 1981. 

Commenting in Victoria on the CRTC 
action, New Democratic Party MLA Gary 
Lauk (Vancouver Centre) said he was 
pleased the regulatory authority had re¬ 
cognized the mandate given it by the 
people of Canada “to protect the interests 
of the consumer and not the interests 
of the company. 

"I was surprised, however, to hear 
that the chief executive officer of B.C. 
Tel Is threatening to cut back on planned 
capital expenditures and has threatened 
layoffs because the rate increase was not 
approved. This can only be regarded as 
the cruelest form of blackmail because 
B.C. Tel did not get its own way.” 

Lauk said the rate Increase obviously 
was not justified and that “B.C. Tel 
Is providing poor service at expensive 
rates already.”

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Nanaimo will have to pay more for transport study 


NANAIMO — Could city council’s refusal to 
consider the proposed north-south arterial have 
cost the municipality $30,000? 

That was the scenario considered by aider- 
men this week when the council’s planning and 
public works committee received word the prov¬ 
ince will pay only 25 per cent of a $121,000 
transportation study. 

Letter to Cowichan 

Williams clears 
council doubts 
on holiday law 


The city had hoped for 50-50 sharing with the 
province on the study. 

M. G. Elston, executive director of the min¬ 
istry of highways engineering division, told the 
city that he was concerned that the north-south 
arterial was no longer in favor with council. 

“Consequently, the proposed study must in¬ 
evitably be restricted in its solution of traffic 
flow,” Elston wrote. 


He also said that the 25 per cent provincial 
funding acknowledged some provincial responsi¬ 
bility for resolving Nanaimo traffic problems but 
that the municipality should be prepared to pay 
for the major portion of the study. 

The committee has recommended council 
accept the 25 per cent offer, and go ahead with the 
study, which will now cost the city $90,000 rather 
than the expected $60,000. 


Aldermen could not help commenting, how¬ 
ever, that they believed the province was being 
sulky about the arterial decision. 

The committee also recommended the extra 
$30,000 be taken from the contingency fund, and 
later in the budget year other means of paying 
the extra cost be explored.

DUNCAN —The prob¬ 
lems caused by flooding 
in two separate areas of 
North Cowichan munici¬ 
pality dominated discus¬ 
sion at council’s regular 
meeting. 

However, Attorney- 
General Allan Williams 
also got in a lick or two 
and got a surprisingly- 
favorable reception 
from council members. 

On the flooding Issue, the 
two areas concerned are 
Richards and Somenos 
Creeks and the Beverly 
Street-Lakes Road area. 

Both areas have been a 
source of constant concern 
to council and residents for 
many years. 

Beverly Street and Lakes 
Road are frequently flood¬ 
ed due to high spring run¬ 
offs and tidal backups 
overflowing the Somenos 
Flats basin. 

Richards Creek and So¬ 
menos Creek, due to poor 
drainage, have been ruin¬ 
ing crops. 

Council gave unanimous 
approval to a $140,000 Be¬ 
verly Street diking and 
Lakes Road raising pro¬ 
ject, which Mayor Graham 
Bruce said “will effective¬ 
ly stop flooding of this 
area.” 

Work is expected to start 
on the project early this 
summer. 

Meanwhile, Bruce met 
with agriculture ministry 
engineer Brian Baehr and 
district agriculturist Dave 
Crossfield, to view the Ri¬ 
chards and Somenos Creek 
areas and discuss what 
could be done to stop flood¬ 
ing in this area. 

Bruce said that “flooding 
in the area has been going 
on long enough and some 
farmers are beginning to 
lose their crops." 

“I would have liked to get 
a program started this year 
but as drainage or clearing 
of creeks can only be un¬ 
dertaken in July or August 
because of fisheries, it will 
have to be next year now. 

“Some very short-term 
improvements such as 
brush-cutting can be done 
this year, but that is all." 

Bruce said funding for 
the project could come 
mainly from funds through 
ARDSA (agricultural and 
rural development sub¬ 
committee), federal-pro¬ 
vincial program. 

He said the provincial 
representatives thought 
that a feasibility study 
should be undertaken and 
also a study of the costs 
involved for the drainage 
project. 

If this showed a cost 
benefit, the senior govern¬ 
ments would pay 75 per 
cent of the capital cost in¬ 
volved. - 

“We think there is a 
strong case for ARDSA in¬ 
volvement,” Bruce said. 

Meanwhile, council was 
informed by Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Allan Williams that he 
favored the municipality 
regulating Sunday store 
closing hours. 

The minister was reply¬ 
ing to council's letter stat¬ 
ing that the new Holiday 
Shopping Act was confus¬ 
ing. 

He said that “I fail to see 
where this proposed legis¬ 
lation can produce any 
more confusion than pres¬ 
ently exists." 


“The authority extended 
to municipalities to regu¬ 
late this matter must be 
seen as a means to resolve 
confusion rather than cre¬ 
ate it.

CUMBERLAND — 
The museums adviser 
to the provincial gov- 
ernment, John 
Adams, was guest 
speaker at a recent 
Cumberland Chamber 
of Commerce dinner. 

Adams outlined the 
general role of mu¬ 
seums and their 
growth, noting that be¬ 
tween 1977 and 1980 
there were 20 more 
museums opened, 
bringing the B.C. total 
to 180. 

According to Adams, 
who holds master's de¬ 
gree in museum stu¬ 
dies, there are five 
main points which 
make a museum: Col¬ 
lection, preservation, 
research and catalog¬ 
uing, displays and edu¬ 
cation. 

The purpose of a mu¬ 
seum is to stop deterio¬ 
ration as much as pos¬ 
sible, and, Adams said, 
a good museum tells a 
story, has a theme and 
varies its exhibits. 

The building must 
look interesting, espe¬ 
cially if it has lured 
people off the main 
highway. 

The number of visi¬ 
tors who go to a mu¬ 
seum varies, he said, 
but It has been esti¬ 
mated that only 25 per 
cent visit for the pur¬ 
pose of learning any 
local history. 

To attract compe¬ 
tent staff with good 
displays is another im¬ 
portant factor. 

“The golden rule is 
be flexible," Adams 
said, adding that a 
good museum is one 
which attracts other 
than tourists. He said it 
should be open year- 
round on a regular 
basis. 

During the winter 
months, schools and 
other groups should be 
encouraged to visit. 

Concluding his ad¬ 
dress to about 90 local 
residents, Adams said 
there are two halves to 
a museum, the direc 
tor and the curator. 

A local museum 
should be a focal point 
for local pride and 
identity, he noted. 

The speaker was in¬ 
troduced by past presi¬ 
dent Norm Alexander 
and thanked by second 
vice-president Wally 
Allen. 


“The provincial govern¬ 
ment has extended to each 
municipality the right to 
permit shopping hours on 
holidays, which are tai¬ 
lored to meet the needs and 
desires of the citizens of 
each municipality. 

“The legislation enables 
each municipality to have 
such a bylaw tested by 
referendum. In this way It 
can be ascertained in a 
democratic manner what 
the wishes of the citizens 
are and how best to meet 
their needs. 

"As far as intermunici¬ 
pal conflict is concerned, it 
would seem to me that this 
is an appropriate opportu¬ 
nity for municipalities to 
communicate—one with 
the other-in order to en¬ 
sure that confusion is eli¬ 
minated or reduced to a 
minimum. 

“It seems to me that 
intermunicipal communi¬ 
cation is a much-needed 
exercise and this would 
provide an opportunity for 
it to be examined." 

Aid. Alan Hussey said 
that “although it is a 
strange departure for me 
to find myself agreeing 
with a provincial cabinet 
minister, I couldn't agree 
with the minister more." 

"We (council) are all 
over 21. We should be able 
to handle our own affairs 
and make our own deci¬ 
sions and regulations. 
That’s what we were elect¬ 
ed for." 

Aid. Glen Ridgeway 
agreed but added that “we 
should be getting a uniform 
bylaw throughout the re¬ 
gion." 

The attorney-general 
also informed council that 
the matter was discussed 
at a 1979 Union of British 
Columbia Municipalities 
convention, when a resolu¬ 
tion was passed requesting 
that this question be left to 
each Individual municipal¬ 
ity for resolution. 

Council agreed to pro¬ 
vide fire protection to In¬ 
dian Reserve No. 11 
(Squaw-Hay-One) at Che- 
mainus, based on an annual 
fee of $15 per residential 
unit. 

On the lighter side coun¬ 
cil agreed to a request from 
Aid. Glen Ridgeway that 
council move to acquire the 
old Kingsview name sign 
from the subdivision's new 
owner, Block Bros. 

The subdivision had been 
the subject of much previ¬ 
ous controversy, resulting 
in a local ratepayer group 
taking the municipality to 
court. 

Ridgeway said that “we 
should have the sign be¬ 
cause Kingsview occupied 
the council’s business more 
than any other subject.” 

"Perhaps we should give 
it to the historical society. 
It has a lot more historical 
significance to this munici¬ 
pality than any old thresh¬ 
ing machine. 

“We could hang the sign 
up in the council chamber 
as a constant reminder to 
this and any other coun¬ 
cil.” 

Aid. Hussey supported 
the idea: “Council should 
get sworn in under the 
Kingsview sign.”

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The U.S.-sponsored 
boycott of the Moscow summer Olympics had been 
an "extraordinary success" despite lack of support 
from a number of allies, the state department said 
Friday. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter said 55 national 
Olympic bodies, including the Canadian and U.S. 
Olympic committees, had decided not to attend the 
games to protest the Soviet Intervention in Afghan¬ 
istan. 

An official U.S. list said 69 countries had decided 
to go to the Games and 21 were still undecided as of 
Friday. The final deadline for replies to the Soviet 
Olympic invitations is today. 

Another senior official predicted that at least 60 
countries would ultimately join in the boycott, 
representing about half the athletes and up to half 
the usual medal winners. 

"The Olympics boycott movement is not only 
alive and well," spokesman Carter said. "It has 
been in any terms an extraordinary success." 

A total of 62 governments backed the boycott, al¬ 
though in much of Western Europe as well as New 
Zealand and Australia the national Olympic com¬ 
mittees voted to go in defiance of their govern¬ 
ments. 

White House spokesman Jody Powell said it was 
difficult for the administration to understand why 
Western and other democracies were going to Mos¬ 
cow “while the Russians are out shooting school¬ 
girls in the streets of Kabul.” 

...dismal flop? 

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The Soviet press trium¬ 
phantly pronounced U.S. President Carter’s Olym¬ 
pic boycott a miserable flop Friday on the eve of the 
deadline for filing applications for the summer 
games in Moscow. 

Despite the absence of the United States, West 
Germany and Canada, the games now seem certain 
to be attended by the vast majority of the Olympic 
movement and the bulk of the strongest sporting 
nations. 

Vitaly Smirnov, deputy chairman of the organiz 
ing committee for the games, said on Soviet televi¬ 
sion that 102 national Olympic committees had 
indicated they would compete in Moscow, though 
this was not a firm total of entries. 

The Soviet organizers are likely to keep the final 
tally a secret until the International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee announces it in Lausanne on Tuesday. 

After West Germany's Olympic committee decid¬ 
ed to join the boycott earlier this month, Soviet 
organizers worried that a snowball effect would 
turn the Olympics into little more than a meeting of 
the Soviet Union, its allies and a few Third World 
nations. That worry appears to have been dispell¬ 
ed. 

Some events may suffer from the absence of the 
Americans and the West Germans but the damage is 
not likely to be disastrous and the Communist 
countries will win more medals. 

The reduction in the sporting level of some events 
will be a minor blemish In a picture which will allow 
the Soviet leadership to reap a maximum propagan¬ 
da bonus in other respects. 

When the games open July 19, the stay-at-home 
Americans will be isolated from the bulk of their 
allies. West Germany will be similarly isolated from 
its European Common Market partners. 

The partial boycott also will keep from Moscow 
some teams which only IOC rules forced the Soviet 
organizers to invite. 

Chile and other rightwing dictatorships will be 
missing, and so will Israel, the presence of whose 
team might have led to demonstrations of sympathy 
from Soviet Jews. 

The fact that teams from Britain, Australia and 
many other Western countries will be coming to 
Moscow in defiance of their governments offers 
additional propaganda for Soviet leaders. 

The united front of Western countries has col¬ 
lapsed without any concessions from Moscow over 
Afghanistan. 


Aussies, Spanish 
to attend Games 


The national Olympic committees of Australia 
and Spain have decided to defy the wishes of their 
government leaders and send teams to the Moscow 
Games. 

"There has always been a conflict in Our loyalties 
to the government and our loyalties to amateur 
sport," said Syd Grange, president of the Australian 
Olympic Federation, which voted 6-5 Friday to send 
a team to Moscow. “The great problem . . . was to 
reconcile these loyalties, and It wasn’t an easy 
task.” 

Australian Prime Minister Joe Fraser, one of the 
earliest supporters of President Carter’s call for an 
Olympic boycott because of Soviet military inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan, was upset by the federa¬ 
tion’s decision but said he would not take any further 
steps to prevent his country’s athletes from compet¬ 
ing. 

Spain’s Olympic committee also announced that it 
would send a team to Moscow. That came just one 
day after the Spanish government said it opposed 
sending a team. 

As expected, Nepal announced that it would 
participate in the Games. 

An Associated Press count based on public an¬ 
nouncements shows that there are now 52 countries 
that have said they are not going to compete In the 
Summer Olympics for one reason or another. More 
than 60 countries have said they plan to attend. 

The IOC Is expected to release early next week a 
list of countries tygt have accepted invitations to 
compete in Moscow. 

Of the 41 countries that had gold medal winners at 
the 1976 Olympics, only four have announced plans 
to boycott — the United States, West Germany 
Norway and Pakistan. 

However, the boycott is clearly having a diplo¬ 
matic impact on the Games, which had been re¬ 
garded by organizers as a showcase of the Soviet 
system. Because of the boycott, the Olympics will 
not be televised in the United States as well as 
several other countries, and the number of Western 
visitors is expected to be considerably less than had 
been originally projected. 


Kuhn authors baseball settlement

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Dog-tired and physically 
spent from not having so 
much as sneaked a cat nap 
all night, the man who 
worked hardest behind the 
scenes to help architect the 
baseball settlement gazed 
up at one of the city's com¬ 
mercial skyscrapers. 

A huge clock encased in 
the structure said 6:32 and 
in the early light of the 
dawn, the sun’s rays fil¬ 
tered down to the street. 


"Have you ever seen 
such a delightful, peaceful 
morning?” baseball Com¬ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn 
asked the two other men 
walking with him. 

Marvin Miller, spokes¬ 
man for the players, and 
Ray Grebey, the owners' 
representitive, both did 
magniflclent jobs. They 
worked hard, never got any 
sleep either and didn't quit. 
Neither did Ken Moffett, 
the federal mediator. 

But It was Kuhn, keeping 
an extraordinary low pro¬ 


file and seldom showing 
himself to the media the 
last two days before Fri¬ 
day’s deadline, who played 
the key role in brining 
both sides together. 

Miller had said the way 
the negotiations were going 
they were “a waste of 
time" and that it would 
take a “small miracle" to 
reach any kind of agree¬ 
ment. Mike Marshall, Min¬ 
nesota's militant reliever, 
said he expected a strike to 
last at least six weeks. 

In the face of all that, 
Kuhn steadfastly refused 


to give up. Under the 
powers vested In him as 
commissioner, he had to 
take whatever action he 
deemed to be "in the best 
interest of baseball” and he 
took that literally, meeting 
with Miller, Grebey and 
Moffett, either individually 
or together, at least a half 
dozen times the past two 
days. 

His primary function 
was to keep them talking, 
and he succeeded. 

“The man played a cru¬ 
cial role,” said one club 
owner.

year with Calgary Stam- 
peders. 

Joe Paopao took over the 
No. 1 quarterbacking job 
when Tagge was injured 
and coach Vic Rapp re¬ 
gards him as the incum¬ 
bent for that post when the 
Lions open their two-week 
training camp Monday in 
Courtenay. 

Tagge, a former No. 1 
draft choice of Green Bay 
Packers of the National 
Football League, was 
named the Western Foot¬ 
ball Conference’s oustand- 
ing player in 1977. 


I spoke with him then and 
asked how he felt. 

“Exhilarated,” he said, 
the elation in his voice 
coming through clearly, 
weary as he was.

He 
said nothing about the 
times he was constantly 
near a phone, eager and 
ready to lend whatever as-’ 
sistancc he could when he 
wasn’t actually involved in 
meetings with Miller, Gre¬ 
bey and Moffett. 

There were others too, 
who reached down into 
their kit bag, as Kuhn put 
it, to help bring about a new 
four-year basic agreement 
between the players and 
the owners.

The contract provides 
improvement in minimum 
salaries and pensions. 

Bill Buckner, player rep 
for Chicago Cubs, said the 
minimum salary was in¬ 
creased to 330,000 from the 
present 321,000. The play¬ 
ers had sought a 340,000 
base. 

In the matter of pensions, 
the players had asked for 
an increase to 316.5 million 
per year in the owners’ 
contribution and got 315.5 
million, 31 million more 
than the owners had origi¬ 
nally offered. Under the old 
pact, the contribution was 
38.3 million a year. 

But the key to the settle¬ 
ment was the free-agency 
question. 

The current free-agent 
system will remain the 
same for the rest of the 
year, with a four-man com¬ 
mittee to be appointed to 
work out a new system. 

Should a new system not 
be devised by Feb. 1, 1981, 
the clubs may put into ef¬ 
fect their current proposal 
for compensation, the 
major league baseball 
player relation committee 
said in statement. 

The owners proposed a 
compensation plan that 
sets up a sliding scale of 
compensation based the 
calibre of player picked in 
the free-agent draft. 

Under the agreement, 
the four-man committee’s 
recommendations are due 
by the end of 1980 and then 
will go to a 30-day bargain¬ 
ing session. Any agreement 
reached during that period 
would become part of the 
contract. 

Should agreement on a 
new compensation agree¬ 
ment not be reached by 
next Feb. 1, the players 
may also choose to strike at 
that time, but if they don't 
there can be no strike over 
compensation during the 
remaining three years of 


the basic agreement, the 
player relations committee 
said.

Two premiers furious 
over Trudeau oil move 


FREDERICTON (CP) — 
The premiers of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
are roaring in anger at 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
announcement to phase out 
the $3-billion federal sub¬ 
sidy on oil imported into 
Eastern Canada. 

New Brunswick Premier 
Richard Hatfield stormed 
Friday at the ‘cavalier’ 
way in which Finance Min¬ 
ister Allan MacEachen and 
Trudeau announced plans 
to eliminate oil import sub¬ 
sidies without indicating 
any new government pro¬ 
grams to take their place. 

“The problem with the 
whole thing is not that 
they’re dropping the subsi¬ 
dies, not that they’re incor 
porating them into a blend¬ 
ed price. The problem is 
being just so cavalier about 
it and so uncertain by mak¬ 
ing a suggestion like that 
without telling us exactly 
what is going to happen,” 
Hatfield said. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
John Buchanan, still fum¬ 
ing over the federal gov¬ 


ernment's decision not to 
extend a western natural 
gas pipeline to the Mari- 
times, viewed Trudeau's 
announcement as another 
blow to the wedge separat¬ 
ing Maritime Canada from 
the seat of power.

Canada-U.S. treaty 
good for conventions 


Victoria tourism spokes¬ 
men expressed pleasure 
but not surprise Friday at 
news that Canada and the 
U.S. had agreed to a new 
tax treaty which would 
make conventions in Can¬ 
ada tax deductible again 
for American organiza¬ 
tions. 

The treaty, announced 
Friday in Ottawa, still re¬ 
quires legislation on both 
sides of the border before it 
goes into effect, possibly 
next year. For the Cana¬ 
dian convention trade, it 
should end years of drought 
which began when Canada 
removed special tax privi¬ 
leges for Time Magazine, 
Readers’ Digest and 
American broadcasting 
stations which got exten¬ 
sive advertising revenues 
from Canada. In retalia¬ 
tion, the U.S. refused to 
give Canada special recog¬ 


nition when it tightened 
regulations governing de¬ 
ductibility of convention 
expenses abroad. 

The change did not en¬ 
tirely rule out American 
convention business, but it 
restricted its frequency 
and volume when it gave 
the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service greater scrutiny 
over convention expenses 
abroad, Victoria tourism 
consultant Ken Stratford 
said. 

"We knew the change 
was coming," said Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce manager 
Brian Small. 

Former tourism minister 
Grace McCarthy lobbied 
hard for the change, as did 
some American travel offi¬ 
cials, he said. 

“Victoria is a popular 
destination point, and it 

means we are going to be 


chasing a fair amount of 
that increased business.” 

Simon Deane, marketing 
manager for the Empress 
Hotel, said the Empress 
was not hurt badly when 
American convention tra¬ 
vel was restricted. 

“Certain U.S. convention 
organizations have found 
ways to deal with the tax 
laws." 

Although the number of 
large conventions de¬ 
creased, the Empress, 
which gets most of the 
major American conven¬ 
tion business coming to 
Victoria, managed to book 
a larger number of smaller 
conventions and meetings, 
and developed more Cana¬ 
dian convention business, 
Deane said.

Mailmen reach 
peaceful accord 


OTTAWA (CP) - The final details 
of the country’s first peacefully-set¬ 
tled contract between the govern¬ 
ment and the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers were agreed upon 
Friday by top-level negotiators. 

Postmaster-General Andre Ouel- 
let and postal union president Jean- 
Claude Parrot announced the final 
settlement following four days of vir¬ 
tually non-stop negotiations attended 
by Dennis McDermott, head of the 
Canadian Labor Congress. 

The settlement ended the prospect 
of a national postal strike that had 
dimmed when an agreement in prin¬ 
ciple was reached late Tuesday, but 
was partly resurrected when talks on 
details began to bog down Thursday. 


Parrot said the union's executive 
would recommend that the union's 
23,000 members ratify the contract in 
a vote soon. Until then, each side was 
keeping a lid on the exact details. 

The contract is believed to contain 
the key recommendations of conci¬ 
liator Germain Jutras, including a 
shortened work week which a union 
source said had caused a deep dispute 
for the past two days that almost led 
to a breakdown in negotiations. 

The government’s wage offer was 
an eight-per-cent raise plus an open- 
ended cost-of-living allowance ef¬ 
fective when inflation reached six per 
cent. The typical postal clerk with 
two years' experience is now paid 
$8.29 hourly. 


This is the first settlement with 
postal workers that has not been 
preceded by walkouts or a' national 
postal strike, a victory that Ouellet 
attributed to trust on both sides and a 
determination to negotiate a set¬ 
tlement. 

“We established a very civilized 
exchange of points of view," Ouellet 
said.

Super-cyclist 
sticks to story 


TEHRAN (CP) — An at¬ 
tempt to overthrow Iran's 
revolutionary government 
has been uncovered by the 
Iranian army, the official 
news agency Pars said Fri¬ 
day. No arrests were re¬ 
ported. 

Pars said the coup at¬ 
tempt was planned for 
today by a group calling 
itself the Army of Iranian 
Freedom-seekers. It said 
the group sent a message to 
the military communica¬ 
tions centre Thursday 
night calling on military 
units in western Iran to 
stop fighting Kurdish guer¬ 
rillas and move on Tehran, 
the Iranian capital. 

The western military 
units were to stage a coup, 
surround radio and televi¬ 
sion stations and arrest key 
Moslem clerical leaders, 
the news agency said. 

The head of the Kurdish 
Democratic party said Ira¬ 
nian army officers had ap¬ 
proached him about sup¬ 
porting a coup attempt 
against the government, 
but he rejected the idea, 
Pars said. Dissension has 
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been reported in the armed 
forces recently in Kurdis¬ 
tan, where the army has 
been fighting autonomy¬ 
seeking Kurdish rebels. 

The coup message was 
attributed to Gen. Gholam 
All Oveissi, martial law 
commander under the now- 
deposed shah. Pars said. 
Oveissi fled Iran during the 
revolution which over¬ 
threw Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahlavi last year. 

Meanwhile, Swedish 
radio said three European 
Socialist leaders will fly to 
Tehran today to establish 
contacts and dialogues 
concerning the 53 Ameri¬ 
can diplomatic personnel 
held hostage in Iran since 
Nov. 4, but will not perform 
mediation. There was no 
confirmation of the report. 

While saying again the 
hostages will not be re¬ 
leased until the deposed 
shah and his “plundered 
wealth” are returned to 
Iran, the student militants 
holding the Americans 
added that “any other deci¬ 
sion” dealing with the cap¬ 
tives will be up to the Ira- 
nlan nation or Its 
representatives — presum¬ 
ably the new parliament 
which will be inaugurated 
next Wednesday. Revolu¬ 
tionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini has 
said parliament will decide 
the fate of the hostages. 


TORONTO (CP) — Su¬ 
percycle says he's genuine¬ 
ly sorry for the uproar he 
caused, but the 80-year-old 
from Vancouver is sticking 
to his story that he rode 
6,067 kilometres in a rec¬ 
ord-breaking 15 days. 

Harry Crawshaw is a 
tough but personable pen¬ 
sioner who captured the 
nickname Supercycle and 
the imagination of older 
folk everywhere with his 
claim that he knocked four 
days off the Vancouvcr-to- 
Hallfax bicycle record. 

“I can quite understand 


the skepticism," he said by 
telephone from Salvation 
Army headquarters in St.

“I wanted to break the 
record, but I surprised 
even myself,” he said. 

Crawshaw said “it just 
happened"that he went so 
fast—he claims he rode 73 
hours straight at one 
stretch “to keep from 
freezing to death.” 
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CRTC denies request 
for B.C. Tel rate hike 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission Friday denied a re¬ 
quest by British Columbia Telephone Co. 
for interim rate Increases to come into 
effect June 1. 

The commission said it believed in¬ 
terim increases should not be granted in 
the absence of public hearings "except 
where special circumstances can be de¬ 
monstrated.” 

“On the basis of the submissions re 
ceived in the present case, the commis¬ 
sion does not consider it to be one where 
special circumstances justify the Interim 
rate increases proposed by B.C. Tel," the 
commission said. 

The company has applied for a general 
rate increase and proposed the increase 
in two stages. Interim increases would 
come into effect June 1 and full-rate 
increases Dec. 17. 

The interim increases would have ap¬ 
plied to most services, with major ex¬ 
ceptions including basic two-party and 
multi-party services. If applied.* they 


would have produced about $7.8 million 
from June 1 to Dec. 17. 

B.C. Tel had argued that it required 
some permanent financing in the third 
quarter of this year to reduce its short¬ 
term debt and provide financing flexibil¬ 
ity needed for the rest of 1980 and 1981. 

Commenting in Victoria on the CRTC 
action, New Democratic Party MLA Gary 
Lauk (Vancouver Centre) said he was 
pleased the regulatory authority had re¬ 
cognized the mandate given it by the 
people of Canada “to protect the interests 
of the consumer and not the interests 
of the company. 

“I was surprised, however, to hear 
that the chief executive officer of B.C. 
Tel is threatening to cut back on planned 
capital expenditures and has threatened 
layoffs because the rate Increase was not 
approved. This can only be regarded as 
the cruelest form of blackmail because 
B.C. Tel did not get its own way.” 

Lauk said the rate Increase obviously 
was not justified and that “B.C. Tel 
is providing poor service at expensive 
rates already.”

Across the front lawn of Brian and Lynn Glenn’s brick home 
on Nicholson is a unique fence made up of spiral brick pillars and 
a chain from a log boom.

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Childhood antiques valued 



By JOHN HEARN 

When I picked up a 
copy of James Mackay’s 
book, Childhood An¬ 
tiques, I wondered 
whether the subject was 
substantial enough to 
warrant a book of that 
size; on reading it, it 
soon became apparent 
that there was material 
enough for ten such 
books and all of them 
fascinating. When you 
think in terms of dolls, 
toys and children’s 
books, just to mention a 
few possible categories, 
it will be seen thaj jhe 
subject is vast. f 

The survival value of 
childhood antiques is not 
great. Children are not 
famous for the tender 
loving care they bestow 
on the artifacts which 
pass through their tiny 
hands; toys get broken, 
dolls are bandied to 
death, books tonr and 
scribbled in, clothes 
worn out. It is a miracle 
that anything survives 
at all. 

The task confronting 


the collector, therefore, 
is a challenging one and 
like so many general ca¬ 
tegories of collectibles it 
begins with one of selec¬ 
tivity. Dolls, books and 
toys, as mentioned 
above, are complete col¬ 
lectibles in their own 
right and each of them 
breaks down into many 
sub-categories — after 
all, there are now over 
four billion people living 
on this planet and all of 
them were children 
once. The child's world 
is a very complete one, 
duplicating the adult 
world in almost every 
particular only in minia¬ 
ture. 

Turning over the 
beautifully illustrated 
pages of Mackay’s book, 
ideas for collectors 
come swarming to the 
surface. Here we see 
pioneer rocker cradles 
and caned highchairs 
both of which some¬ 
times turn up at coun¬ 
try auctions; baby plates 
and alphabet plates are 
popular as are the feed¬ 


ing bottles and decorat¬ 
ed mugs. Baby car¬ 
riages known to the 
Victorians as perambu¬ 
lators — later contract¬ 
ed to ‘prams’ — were 
often marvels of ele¬ 
gance and many of these 
also survived. There 
was a superstitition, as I 
remember it, that sav¬ 
ing such things as prams 
and highchairs was the 
best guarantee against 
having to use them 
again; to throw them out 
was to tempt fate — an 
old wives tale which 
makes the task of 
today’s collector that 
much easier. 

, Antique toys were not 
governed by that same 
superstitution and are 
therefore somewhat 
harder to find in good 
condition. They fasci¬ 
nate us today by reason 
of their high nostalgia 
content; we may be pre¬ 
judiced but it is hard for 
us to believe that they 
were not more exciting 
to the children them¬ 
selves than today’s plas¬ 


tic artifacts which look 
as though they were de¬ 
signed by computers to 
be played with by com¬ 
puters. 

Those of us whose 
childhood dates back to 
before World War Two 
(which makes us an¬ 
tiques but not necessar¬ 
ily collector’s items) re- 
member our own 
personal joys — hobby 
horses and rocking 
horses, train sets, tin 
models held together 
with lugs which rarely 
stood up to our boister¬ 
ous handling, tiny 
merry-go-rounds, tin 
soldiers, spelling blocks, 
ludo sets, model planes, 
jigsaw puzzles, marbles 
and yoyos. Best of all in 
my memory were those 
long defunct whipping 
tops. How they ever fell 
from favour I shall 
never know. 

Mackay tells a good 
story about the inven¬ 
tion of the teddy bear. A 
political cartoon n the 
Washington Evening 


Star on 18 November 
1902 alluded to the fact 
that President Theodore 
(Teddy) Roosevelt had 
baulked at shooting tiny 
bear cub while on a 
hunting exhibition in the 
Rockies. Morris Mich- 
tom, a toymaker, was 
inspired by the cartoon 
to produce the creature 
which achieved interna¬ 
tional fame as the Teddy 
Bear. The Ideal Toy 
Company made a for¬ 
tune out of it and sixty 
yers later was commis¬ 
sioned by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to develop 
Smokey Bear for the 
U.S. Forest Service. On 
the way, the original 
Teddy spawned such 
offspring as Yogi Bear, 
Rupert Bear and the im¬ 
mortal Winnie-the- 
Pooh. All good collect¬ 
ibles have a good story 
to go with them. 

Perhaps the most 
charming of childhood 
antiques are nursery 
miniatures, some of 


which were made to fur¬ 
nish dolls houses and 
some were salesman’s 
samples — perfect rep¬ 
licas of everyday ob¬ 
jects made for each por- 
tability in the 
salesman’s display kit. 
Photographs in the book 
show lovingly created 
interiors which, if it 
were not that they were 
peopled by dolls, could 
easily pass for the real 
thing.

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Underground solar house 


BELFOUNTAIN, Ont. 
(CP) — Having to cut 
the grass on the roof 
does spoil some of the 
fun for Mike McGrath at 
his underground solar- 
heated house. 

The house also at¬ 
tracts a considerable 
number of curious pass¬ 
ers-by. 

But those are the 
major drawbacks to 
McGrath’s new home 
overlooking a small val¬ 
ley in the Caledon hills 
about SO kilometres 
northwest of Toronto. 

Shaped like a V on its 
side and covered with 18 
inches of loam and sod, 
the house was designed 
by architect John Hix to 
combine the best work¬ 
ing technology available 
on solar energy, heat 
storage and insulation. 

“We get too much heat 
in winter,” McGrath 
said. “We have a backup 
electrical heating sys¬ 
tem and have used it 
only once this winter. 
And that was by mis¬ 
take.” 

The sun shines 
through 840 square 


metres ot window on the 
south side. Heat is 
stored in the thick con¬ 
crete of the internal 
walls and a 45,500-litre 
water tank. 

The cost of running 
the pump that transfers 
the heat of the inside’ air 
to the water was only 
$125 last winter. 

“You could say that 70 
per cent of our solar 
heating is passive,” 
McGrath said. “The 
windows are the collec¬ 
tors and the house it¬ 
self the storage unit. 
Having thick internal 
walls is like storing heat 
in a rock covered by a 
blanket.” 

The air-conditioning 
yystem — which works 
harder in winter than 
summer since the sun’s 
rays strike the windows 
more directly — keeps 
the temperature within 
an ideal range of four 
degrees Celsius. 

The futuristic idea of 
the house took root when 
McGrath and his wife 
Kitty were looking for a 
19th-century farmhouse 
to restore. 


The finally bought an 
old barn with five acres 
of land, intending to use 
its foundation for a 
house, but the barn 
burned down and the 
foundation was ruined. 

That’s when they de¬ 
cided to build a house 
“that would last for¬ 
ever.” 

McGrath estimated 
the property and three 
bedroom structure — 
about 1,980 square 
metres of living space — 
are worth $250,000. 

However, if he had it 
to do pver again, he 
probably would omit the 
soil and sod on the roof, 
he said. An embank¬ 
ment on the north and 
good, standard insula¬ 
tion might have been as 
effective. And it might 
have made the house a 
little less conspicuous. 
As it is, the couple find 
their home is a little too 
much of a tourist attrac¬ 
tion. “I’m thinking of 
putting a sign at the road 
announcing visiting 
hours,” said Mrs. 
McGrath.

NEW YORK — Plastic laminate, the familiar material that covers 
countless counters and cabinets, desks and dining tables, is often taken 
for granted. Modem designers usually, specify the solid colors, shying 
away from wood-grain or the soon-to-be-revived — according to 1950’s fans — 
boomerang and marbled patterns. 

But there are changes afoot. The Formica Corporation, a leading manufac¬ 
turer whose name is synonymous with the plastic laminate material, this week 
introduced Design Concepts, its new range of laminate patterns. 

According to the company, the new patterns were “designed by de¬ 
signers for designers” — the. result of collaboration with its Design 
Advisory Board, a group of 17 architects and designers who for the last 
two years worked with Formica on different uses for its material. 

The new patterns definitely tend toward the geometric — with the 
now ubiquitous grid in first place. The backgrounds are solid colors, 
with a predominantly dark palette. No pinks, no turquoises, no pri¬ 
mary hues. 

Eight colors will be available, all in a high-gloss lacquer finish: white, beige, 
gray, black and brown; also dark green, navy blue and burgundy, but only as 
“accents.” Not surprisingly, there’s not a wood-grain in sight. 

The laminates, which are made in France, emphasize textures. The 
designer John Saladino contributed “Stripe," a pattern with alternating 
bands of shiny and matte bands. “Disc” is a miniature version of the 
classic Pirelli-floor pattern, with raised discs. 

As a group, it is a handsome, if conservative, collection of designs that 
complement current trends. The new patterns will be available in May throu^i 
Formica distributors. Retail prices are expected to range from $1 to $l.M a 
square foot. 

The new laminates do raise a question of maintenance, however. The 
shiny, lacquer-like surfaces show fingerprints easily; the raised disc 
pattern looks as if it may be hard to keep clean If used on a horizontal sur¬ 
face.

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This is the first of seven articles on do-it-your¬ 
self energy conservation in which writer Peter 
Tonge gives tips on plugging energy leaks in your 
borne, tapping and storing solar heat, and insulating 
your shutters and hot-water heater.

Two university pro¬ 
fessors at opposite ends 
of North America are 
saying much the same 
thing about an increas¬ 
ingly expensive energy 
future: that cost doesn’t 
matter all that much — 
or rather it doesn’t have 
to matter. 

There is so much, they 
say, that the individual 
can do for himself and 
his family in the transi¬ 
tional period that lies 
ahead: the changeover 
from a wasteful sense of 
abundance to a sustain¬ 
able, interesting life¬ 
style; from gluttonous 
consumption to prudent 
or rational use of energy 
and other resources. 

Dr. John F. Godfrey, 
an historian and presi¬ 
dent of King’ College in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
has been expounding his 
views in newspaper and 
magazine articles, prin¬ 
cipally in Canada; Dr. 
Warren Johnson, head 
of the department of 
geography at San Diego 
State University has 
propounded a similar 
and detailed message in 
his book. Muddling To- 
w a rd Frugality 
(Shambhala Publica¬ 
tions), which is attract¬ 
ing considerable com- 
ment around the 
country. 

Both men indicate 
that while energy-al¬ 
tered lifestyles may lie 
ahead, the standard of 
living need not suffer. It 
even could improve in 
the sense that it ulti¬ 
mately will be more in¬ 


teresting and less 
stressful. The need is to 
adapt to a more energy- 
frugal lifestyle not in the 
sense of discarding any¬ 
thing that is meaningful 
but of avoiding every¬ 
thing that is wasteful. 

The throw-away so¬ 
ciety, distasteful to both 
professors now, ulti¬ 
mately will be anathe¬ 
ma to the public as well. 
Sheer economics will 
dictate this. Home heat¬ 
ing already is a case in 
point. When heating oil 
cost IS cents a gallon, 
who cared if much of the 
generated heat was lost 
to the great outdoors? 
Now, at 90 cents and 
more a gallon, everyone 
cares. Waste suddenly 
has become intolerable; 
weatherstripping and 
insulation, a necessity. 
Inexorably, this 
aproach will extend to 
much of what we now 
use, say the professors. 

Don’t equate frugality 
with deprivation. In¬ 
deed, the Latin origin of 
the word “frugalis” 
means useful or wor¬ 
thy, Johnson points out. 
In other words, the fru¬ 
gal life of the future is 
one which retains that 
which is useful and 
worthwhile. 

In his book, Johnson 
puts it this way: “If the 
earth is to be a true 
home for us, a place of 
refuge and nurture, we 
may as well start to 


think about how we can 
make it such a place. 
The task will not be as 
difficult as it may 
sound, and requires no 
wishful thinking about 
technological break¬ 
throughs, effective gov¬ 
ernment or heightened 
human consciousness. 
We can move toward a 
secure, sustainable way 
of life easily if we accept 
the logic of frugality.” 

What then is frugal¬ 
ity? Everything from 
wearing a sweater in¬ 
doors during winter to 
turning off unwanted 
lights to developing new 
handyman-type skills. It 
means buying or mak¬ 
ing durable products 
that can be used and 
reused, worn and re¬ 
paired rather than 
briefly enjoyed and then 
discarded. It means 
buying for function 
more than form. Ask 
yourself, “Will it meet 
my need?” rather than, 
“Does it look good?” It 
means finding new uses 
for used items, even 
using a screw-top bottle 
as a hot-water bottle in 
the reduced heat of your 
bedroom. It also means 
making a compost heap 
from the 500 or so 
pounds of kitchen waste 
the average family 
throws away each year 
and growing some vege¬ 
tables with the finished 
product. 

The future will chal¬ 
lenge our ingenuity. The 
need will be to search 
out ways of avoiding 
waste and to act accord¬ 
ingly. In short, we must 
make energy efficiency 
a personal goal. Don’t 
underestimate the pos¬ 


sibilities. Of all the en¬ 
ergy used in the United 
States, more than one- 
quarter is consumed in 
the home. 

Whatever doesn’t 
have to be manufac¬ 
tured or transported 
long distance means 
that much less energy 
consumed by the nation 
as a whole — and that 
much less vulnerability 
to the political whims 
and fancies of foreign 
oil suppliers. But in the 
end, a much more con¬ 
vincing force than pa¬ 
triotism will convert the 
general public to this 
conserving way of life: 
It will make simple eco¬ 
nomic sense to be that 
way. 

As both Professors 
Godfrey and Johnson 
point out, in the future 
the difference between 
moderate wealth and 
marginal living is less 
likely to be governed by 
income than by one’s 
ability (or lack of it) to 
fend for oneself and 
generally live without 
waste. What you can 
save, rather than what 
you have to spend, will 
become the determining 
factor. “Wealth by sav¬ 
ing” is how both profes¬ 
sors express it. 

“If you can put in a 
new sink without calling 
on the plumber, do your 
own auto servicing, or 
convert an old packing 
case into a kitchen 
countertop, you can rea¬ 
dily be a thousand dol¬ 
lars ahead of the game,” 
says Godfrey. “The age 
of the specialist is com¬ 
ing to an end,” he adds. 
“The more skills — pre¬ 
ferably artisan-type 
skills — a person devel¬ 
ops, the better equipped 
he will be.” These sav¬ 
ings are the “unmea¬ 
sured wealth” of many 
families and such sav¬ 
ings are tax free.

bargains.... 
is it smart?

BOSTON, Mass. — When Nancy Pierpoot, 
a resident of Greater Boston, opened the 
flier from a distant department store, the ad 
for a set of stainless steel cookware filled 
her with disappointment. She had just 
bought the same set locally and paid several 
dollars more than the department store 
price. 

She was $6 dollars poorer than need be, or 
so it appeared at first glance, then she did a 
little calculating and found she was, in fact, 
ahead of the game for having shopped 
locally. 

To get the lower-priced item she would 
have put 45 miles round trip on the family 
car. According to figures developed by the 
travel-cost consultants, Runzheimer 4 Co. 
of Rochester, Wis., gas and oil in the 
Greater Boston area would have run at 0.63 
cents per mile for her compact car, or $2.96 
for the journey. According to Runzheimer 
consultant Judith Hettinger, general main¬ 
tenance would have run out at 1.21 cents per 
mile (66 cents). She also would have worn 25 
cents worth of rubber off the car tires, 
always presuming they were correctly in¬ 
flated and properly aligned to bring the total 
coast of the journey to $3.78. At this stage 
her “loss” on the purchase would have been 
reduced to less than half the original esti¬ 
mation. But there still was more to account 
for. 

Because the trip would have consumed 
most of her afternoon, dinner preparation 
would have suffered, necessitating the pur¬ 
chase of precooked or other take-out foods 
to feed her family on time. Estimated 
additional cost: $3. Even assuming her own 
time had no monetary value, she was a 
conservative 78 cents better off for making 
the local purchase. 

The point is, it is getting ever more 
economical to shop at a convenient local 
store and to leave the car in the garage even 
when the savings from a distant store 
appear to be moderately significant. The 
need is for people to think of the costs 
involved before driving any distance for 
that advertised “special” or other bargain. 

The old World War II slogan, “Is this trip 
really necessary?” is pertinent again. 

Despite the ever-increasing cost of gas 
and oil, the on-the-road costs remain a small 
fraction of the total qest of owning an 
automobile. Insurance, debt servicing, ex¬ 
cise tax, registratin fes and depreciation 
combine in these inflated times for a whop¬ 
ping annual bill of $1,811 for the newer 
model large cars. That’s $4.96 a day even if 
the car stays locked in the garage! 

A young woman executive in Boston sold 
her car after a few simple calculations 
“showed me how much it was costing me,” 

She is within walking distance of the office 
and public transportation is moderately 
good in the city. She also bought a bicycle 
for use in summer. When she need private 
transporation, she uses a taxi or hires a car, 
which she does several times a year.

Q. We have a cottage 
roof that we would like 
to insulate. It is a cathe¬ 
dral style ceiling with 
2x1* rafters and ply¬ 
wood sheeting on the 
bottom. There Is no in¬ 
sulation in there now. 
What can we use? 

A. It is possible to in¬ 
sulate between the roof 
rafters but you must 
leave an airspace be¬ 
tween the bottom of the 
roof deck and the top of 
the insulation. You 
would have to remove 
the existing plywood and 
then install friction fit 
fibreglass insulation, 
leaving a 2 or 3-inch 
space above the insula¬ 
tion and under the roof 
deck. Then it would be 
very important that you 
install a continuous rid- 


gevent as well as contin¬ 
uous soffit venting. If 
you don’t do this then 
condensation can form 
in that area during the 
cold winter months. On 
real cold days the con¬ 
densation will freeze 
into frost and then melt 
when it gets warmer and 
cause problems with 
your ceiling. I know that 
many builders do not in¬ 
stall continuous ridge 
venting but it is very 
important. Since the 
warm moist air rises to 
the peak it is necessary 
to let it out so it doesn’t 
cause the accumulation 
of moisture there. An¬ 
other method would be 
to sheet the existing 
ceiling with 2 or 3 inches 
of extruded polystyrene 
such as Styrofoam SM 
Board. This material 
has an R-factor or S per 
inch and is blue in color. 
Three inches would give 
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you an R15 factor. Then 
you could install half¬ 
inch plasterboard using 
long drywall screws 
right into the bottom of 
the roof rafters. If you 
were taking down the 
plywood to put in fibre¬ 
glass insulation you 
could also sheet the bot¬ 
tom of the ceiling with 
an inch or two of Styro¬ 
foam before putting the 
plywood back up. If you 
do take the plywood 
down remember to in¬ 
stall a vapor barrier un¬ 
derneath the finished 
surface of the ceiling as 
close to the interior sur¬ 
face as possible. A near 
perfect vapor barrier 
will eliminate a lot of 
condensation and mois¬ 
ture problems. 

Q. We are planning on 
installing central air 
conditioning this sum¬ 
mer and onr heating 
contractor snggested 
that we install a heat 
pomp. What do you think 
of heat pumps? 

A. A heat pump is a 
reversible air condition¬ 
ing unit. It supplies air 
conditioning for the 
home in the summer and 
heat for the home in the 
winter by reversing it¬ 
self. A heat pump is one 
of the most efficient ma¬ 
chines for converting 
electrical energy to 
heat. For every unit of 
energy put into the ma¬ 
chine you get two to six 
units of energy out. 
There is no other heating 
device that efficient. 
But a heat pump is only 
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realistic price Four bedrooms. 3 bathrooms. 2

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practical down to a cer¬ 
tain temperature. In my 
testing I have found that 
they do not work effi¬ 
ciently lower than about 
—17°C. The heat pump 
would then shut itself off 
at this temperature and 
your other heating sys¬ 
tem would take over. In 
some cases it is possible 
to have the heat pump 
running at the same 
time as your furnace. It 
can run in conjunction 
with a gas furnace, oil 
furnace or electric fur¬ 
nace. There is no need to 
change your existing 
furnace because all you 
do is add the heat ex¬ 
change coils, in the main 
plenum of the furnace. 
Since it is the same basic 
unit as an air condition¬ 
ing unit there are no 
major renovations re¬ 
quired. The heat pump- 
air conditioner is in¬ 
stalled outside the house 
and the lines are run into 
the heat exchanger. I 
would recommend that 
you get a heat pump that 
has a demand defrost. 
Just as a frost free re¬ 
frigerator has to defrost 
itself every so often, so 
does a heat pump in the 
winter time. This takes 
additional energy since 
the unit changes itself 
into an air conditioning 
unit for a short period of 
time to melt the frost off 
the coils. This in itself 
takes energy as well as 
more energy is required 
by your existing furnace 
to counteract the cold 
produced by the heat 
pump as it defrosts it¬ 
self. So a timed defrost 
may defrost a unit when 
it is not necessary, 
whereas a true demand 
defrost will only defrost 
when it is required. In 
areas such as the prai¬ 
ries where the air is 
quite dry, this defrost 
cycle may only be neces¬ 
sary once a day, once a 
week or maybe only 
once a month. In other 
more humid areas it 
may be necessary more 
often, but it will only be 
done as it is required 
with the demand sys¬ 
tem. One such unit that I 
have personally investi¬ 
gated which has this 
particular feature is the 
York Heat Pump-Air 
Conditioning Unit. 


Q. We want to install a 
roof over our patio deck. 
We want to attach it to 
the house. What kind of 
supports do we need to 
hold up the outside part 
of the roof? 

A. In most areas when 
a roof or any structure is 
attached to. an existing 
structure a proper foot¬ 
ing or foundation has to 
be installed to support 
the outside edge of it. 
Check with the building 
inspection department 
in your area. In most 
cases a proper founda¬ 
tion or support would 
consist of concrete piles 
installed well below the 
frost line or a continuous 
grade beam set on piles. 
Sometimes it is possible 
to get around this re¬ 
quirement by not at¬ 
taching the roof to the 
actual house but rather 
setting the roof on posts 
right next to the house. 
In other words, the roof 
is actually free standing 
and in this case no prob¬ 
lems would be encoun¬ 
tered with movement of 
the roof due to heaving 
or settling of the ground 
under the support. If you 
attach the roof to the 
house it is usually easier 
to do that under the 
eaves rather than to tie 
it right into the eave. If 
you tie it in underneath 
the eave to the house, 
simply use lag screws 
right into the existing 
house studs. Usually fir 
2x4 or 2x6 framing is 
used for a patio roof. 
Your local building sup¬ 
ply dealer likely has 
more information and 
details on how one is 
constructed. 

Q. We are planning to 
install vinyl skiing on 
our house this summer 
after nailing on some 
rigid insulation. Do yon 
think that installing 
vinyl siding is a handy¬ 
man project? Do you 
have any tests that you 
have done on vinyl sid¬ 
ing? 

A. Installing vinyl sid¬ 
ing is usually not a home 
handyman project. This 
is because it is very im¬ 
portant that proper ex¬ 
pansion joints be left 
and the size of these 


joints will depend on the 
climate in your area as 
well as when the job is 
done. For example if the 
siding is applied on a 
very cold day such as in 
early spring or late fall 
then less expansion 
space is left than if it is 
installed on a hot sum¬ 
mer day. Also proper 
nailing of the vinyl sid¬ 
ing is very important to 
allow it to expand with¬ 
out buckling. Also space 
must be left for expan¬ 
sion and contraction at 
the corners. If you ac¬ 
quaint yourself with all 
the do's and don’ts of 
installing vinyl siding 
and you are sure that 
you can follow these in¬ 
structions to a “T” then 
likely you can do a good 
job. A good siding con¬ 
tractor of course will 
have a considerable 
amount of experience 
and should be able to do 
the job well. Unfortuna¬ 
tely for every good sid¬ 
ing contractor there is 
also a bad one. Siding 
contractors and sales¬ 
men have become so no¬ 
torious that they are the 
brunt of many jokes and 
the subjects of comic 
strips. You would be; 
best to get a recommen¬ 
dation from your siding 
contractor so that you 
can check with other 
people who have had 
siding done by him. Also 
make sure that you get a 
good product. As far as 
testing of vinyl siding is 
concerned, I haven't had 
any actual tests done on 
any particular brand, 
but I have had installed 
for my observation a 
product called Esclad 
which is made by Impe¬ 
rial Oil. It has met all the 
requirements that I feel 
it should meet. It how¬ 
ever is the only brand 
that I have looked into, 
so 1 would highly recom¬ 
mend that you investi¬ 
gate all brands avail¬ 
able in your area before 
making your final deci¬ 
sion. And if you do have 
a siding contractor do 
the job for you make 
sure that you have a 
contract with him, not 
just simply an estimate. 
One of the definitions of 
an estimate in the dictio¬ 
nary is “an approximate 
calculation”. 
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
